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MPORTANT as the facts are which we 
have ftated in the following Obfervations, 
they will not, I fear, in the opinion of fome 
readers, be thought conducive to the improve- 
ment of Medicine; and there are others, by 
whom Diaries and Reviews of Sick Lilts, and of 
the Weather, are confidered not only as dry and 
infipid reading, but altogether ufelefs in the 
Practice of Phvfic. I mutt beg leave to inform 
thofe gentlemen, that the Obfervations were 
collected and publifhed to ferve mankind in 
general, and the Navy in particular ; and for the 
information of fuch readers as think no circum- 
ftance trivial, which leads to fo defisable an. 
object: nor their time ill fpent, when employed. 
in extricating themfelves out of the mazes of 
prejudice, and intricacies of mifleading theories, . 
thro” which experience only can direét us on our 
way totruth, Without that, we muit continue 
implicitly to follow the fteps of thoie who have 
as gone 


Co vnis >) 
gone before us, by fervilely adopting their max- 
ims and practices, which, in many inftances, 
were founded on ill-grounded theory; and thus 
end our days, without. having once dared to 


think for ourfelves, or to benefit fociety. 


Let thofe, however, who diflike the firft part 
of the Obfervations, pafs over to the fecodd, in 
the perufal of which, curicfity may fometimes, © 
perhaps, excite them to recur to thofe paflages 
of the former that are alluded to. 


To render the fubjedt as clear as it is impor- 
tant, has been my ftudy; and fhould I, unfor- 
tunately, be thought to have failed in attaining 
this end, I hope it will be generoufly imputed 
to the nature of the fubjeét, and the great dif- 
ficuley of performing 1t—a tafk fufficiently ar- 


duous for the ableft writer. 


The Obfervations are arranged fomewhat dif- 
ferently from the Phyfical Journal, and I have 
not defcribed any other difeafe than the fever. 
An Introduction was thought neceffary to pre- 
cede the Reviews and Diary, which make the 
firft part; and the Detfcription of the Fever, 
with the various ways in which we were ob-

liged to treat it, and fome tables, that I hope 
will be agreeable, if not ufeful to the reader, fill 


up the fecond. 


Without comparative views of different prac- 
tices, the fuccefsful never can be diftinguifhed 
from the unfucceisful:—But when thofe are 
minutely and faithfully fated, no room is left 
for difputing which ought to be preferred.— 
Whoever is in pofleffion of thofe advantages, 
and will not profit by them, muft be obZurare 


indeed. 


Many proofs of the doétrine advanced in the 
courfe of the Obfervations, which I have fortu- 
nately coilected in a very extenfive practice, 
fince thefe were near ready for the prefs, obliged 
me to add a Third Part, that I truft will require 
no apology for giving the reader a little further 
trouble. Mine, which has been far greater, will 
be fufficiently compenfated, fhould they happily 


imprefs the mind with conviction of their im- 


portance.

INTRODUCTION, 


Ir is the opinion of fome gentlemen, who 
have read my Phyfical Journal, that the 
limits, within which it was kept, are too 
confined to render it an object of general 
attention, or ufe—How far this opinion 
is well or ill founded, time will fhew— 
Should mankind be difpofed to treat it harfh- 
ly, all that I might urge in its favour would 
fail to recommend it-—-But when the ex- 
tent of an African and Weft India voy- 
3 age, and how.frequently this was performed, 
are duly confidered ; when the great affinity 
of the difeafes of all hot climates, which com- 
prehend no trivial {pace ; and when the lit- 
tle difference which probably can be requilite 
in the treatment of fuch difeafes are well 

ae attended 
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attended to, I imagine this opinion will 
lofe much of its force, as well in fpeculation, 
as in practice—more efpecially fhould the 
dea of the great fimilarity theré is in all 
fevers (not arifing from local inflammation) 
which is fortunately begun to be received by 
fome of the moft eminent phyficians, be ge- 
nerally adopted.+ Certain I am, that all the 
obfervations that I have hitherto made of fe- 
vers, afford the ftrongeft teftimony to prove 
this doctrine, as may be feen by comparing

Third, That Peruvian bark far excels all 
other remedies, hitherto extolled for curing 
this fever. 


Whoever attempts to introduce the leatt 
innovation into the practice of a {cience pro- 
fefled and practifed by men who, from their 
indefatigable ftudies to ferve mankind, have 
become eminent, muft refleft that he will 
require a feries of well grounded facts, 1f not 
demonttration to fupport him.—Should he be 
a young practitioner who defigns the innova- 
tion, it will become him to a& with good 
manners, and with deference to authority 
ftamped with the public fanétion’ unlefs 


fuch authority can be proved to be contra- 


dictory to experience—the only teit to be re- 
garded in the practice of phyfic. Knowing 
therefore, that in a work of fuch importance, 
hear-fay evidence, or anzp/e dixit will have little 
weight, I have, as far as it was practicable, in- 
troduced arithmetical calculations; and where 


thofe 
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thofe could have no place, I have confined 
myfelf to a plain relation of facts, 


But before we proceed, it is neceflary to 
inform the reader, that sfeéiion, through- 
out the following Obfervations, applies to the 
jail, the hofpital, and the fhip fever only—~ 
and as we are well convinced that thefe effen- 
tially are one and the fame fever, and are cu- 
red by the fame remedy, bark, we fhall ufe 
the term /bip fever only. 


The firft pofition which I fhall endeavour 
to eftablifh, is, That fevers are often infec- 
tious on board of fhips, and likewife on fhore 
when there is no fufpicion of infetion—from 
whence great mifchief arifes to fociety. 


Infectious difeafes have in all countries, and 
in all ages, been the greateft peft with which 
mankind -were ever vifited—and the fhip 
fever alone has heretofore been more fatal to 
the fleets and armies of this country, parti- 
cularly in time of war, from obvious rea- 
fons, than the {word, and all other difeafes 
_ whatever—during the calamity of war, we 
are tolerably well informed of the numbers 

; ~ flain 
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 flain and wounded; but, from political mo- 
tives I fuppofe, we hear nothing of the thous 
{ands who die of the fhip fever, or other dif- 
eafes. I am of opinion however, that it 
would be far more beneficial to mankind to 


- have an exact regifter publithed of all the 


{eamen and foldiers who die in the fervice of 
this country, whether in times of war or peace 
—fetting forth the difeafes of which they 
died, together with a concife, but faithful 
account of the manner in which they were — 
treated by the phyficians or furgeons—a 
{cheme that might perhaps be eafily extend- 
ed to civil fociety, by which the diligent 
and judicious practitioners would foon be dif- 
tinguifhed from the obftinate or indolent 
theorifts—The ignorant would be detected 
and taught to improve, or be compelled by the 
magiftrate to withdraw from the practice of a 
{cience, for which they were viflbly unquali- 
fied; while thofe, who by an unwearied atten- 
tion to difeafes, and the effects of remedies, 

modeftly defplayed their {kill and judgment, 
- would receive the tribute ofa grateful people: 
the young phyfician or furgeon would not 
then dare to fet out in practice on any theo- 
_fetick authority whatever; but would. be 
obliged 
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obliged to make that method the rule of his 
practice, which had hitherto been found by 
experience to be the moit fuccefsful—a laud- 
able {pirit of emulation to excel in the practice 
of phyfick would univerfally prevail, inftead 
of an ambition to eftablifh fuch theories as 
are now forced upon us—in God’s name let 
mere theory be expelled from the practice of a 
f{cience, upon the fucceis of which the intereft 
and lives of mankind depend.

The obvious confequences of the fhip fes 
ver not being fufpefted to be contagious, 
when it is making great devaftation in a fleet, 
will be a neglect of precautions to prevent’ 
the infeCiion. from [preading, and checking it 
‘in the bud. 


On the 26th of November 1776,* fixty fu- 
pernumerarics were fent from the Rainbow on 
board of the Juno, after the convalefcents of 
the latter had been fent on fhore to fick quar- 
ters; and great pains had been taken to {weet- 
en the fhip by wafhing, good fires and fmok- 
ing. Eight of thefe Rainbows complained to

_ found had the fever; and upon reprefenting 


the fact to captain Dalrymple, he immediate- 
ly got an order to return them on board the 
Rainbow, which was done next morning. 


‘The furgeon of the Rainbow, who was a 


gentleman of good fenfe, did not fufpect that 


any other thing was the matter with them, or 


the reft of the fupernumeraries which they 
had on board, but colds*and I have fince 


been been well informed, that the Rainbow’s

people were fickly foon after. 


On the ift of March 1978, when the 


‘Haerlem came into Cape Cod. bay with. the 


tranfports, I was fenton board to vifit the — 


lieutenant commanding her, who was re- 


ported fick to captain Dalrymple: I found him, 


the furgeon,; two midfhipmen, the lieutenant’s 
clerk, and threeor four men and a boy, very ill 
of fevers. The furgeon, fo far from fuipecting 
that the fever proceeded from infection, was 
much furprifed when I afked where, or by what 
means they caught it; and on my enquiring 
if they had had any fick pailengers, or prifon- 
ers On board, the lieutenant told me that he 
received:a few prifoners on board from the pri-

fon fhip at Rhode ifland before he failed, who 
were not well, to bring home to the Vine- 
-yard, as an mducement to the inhabitants to 
allow fome of their pilots to come on board 
to pilot the tranfports through the fhoals. 
Thus I traced the infection back to the prifon 
fhip, at Rhode ifland, where I knew it had. 
been very virulent and fatal for a confider« 
able time.. 


The Haerlem bemg immediately ordered 
on a particular fervice, the lieutenant and the 
reft of the fick were removed on board of a 
tranfport, and the furgeon of the Cerberus. 
was directed to take care of them, except the 
‘heutenant, who wifhed I might vifit him as I 
had feen him firit. I endeavoured feveral days 
to perfuade the furgeon of the Cerberus, that 
‘it was the fhip fever of which thofe men 
-were ill; but he would not belicve me until I 
-afked him if he had not perceived. petechiz on. 
them; and he told me he had not. looked for 
any, but that he would go and examine fome 
of them immediately ; and returning foon, 
‘he exclaimed, that it was the true Fedris 
Carceraria; and could now account for his 
‘mate’s being ill who attended them, and for 

fome. 
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fome flight complaint of his own, and im- 


mediately prefcribed bark. 


The agent for the tranfports frequently 
vilited on board the Haerlem, between Rhode 
Tfland and Cape Cod, and carried his fervant 
(a boy) with him; the boy by that means 
caught the infection and died, without his 
matter, or any one on board the tran{port 
fufpecting the caufe. The agent himfelf 
was feized with the fever, aud was very il 
under my care. | | 


“When commanders neither know the con-_ 
fequence of admitting fick on board their 
fhips, nor will pay any regard to their fur- 
geons, when they difluade them from receiv- 
ing them, obftinacy is a mild appellation for 
their conduct. I belonged te a fhip in a 
very healthy ftation, on board of which a 
man, ill of a fever (who died in a few days) 
was admitted out of compaflion, much 
againft mv inclination and advices; the con- 
{equence of admitting him was, our fhip im- 
mediately became fickly, and continued to all 
the time I belonged to her; and I have been 
in- 
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informed by the furgeon who fucceeded mej. 
that her men were fickly while fhe continued 
in commiffion, which was more than a year 
after I left her. | 


Such too frequently have been the confe- 
quence of fevers, when not confidered as in- 
fectious. When the fever has been raging 
with great violence on board different fhips, 
¥ have heard their refpective furgeons fay, 
that there was a bad, flow, inflammatory, 
an Irregular or putrid fever running through 
their fhips ; even thefe gentlemen never once 
fuppofed, nor would believe it when they 
were told, that the fever was infectious, It is 
therefore the lefs furprizing, that fuch gen- 
tlemnen can givenofatisfa€tory reafon why fome 
fhipsare very fickly, while others upon theiame 
fervice, and labouring under the fame hard-. 
fhips, reipecting duty, provifions and cloaths, 
are perfectly healthy.—This was remarkably 
evident on board the fhips employed in Ame- 
rica; for fuch of them as happened to be fa 
unfortunate as to get prifoners on board, ei- 
ther from prifons, or prifon-fhips, how 
healthy foever they were before, were fure 
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to become fickly.* Nor did any of the 
tranfports who had fick troops on board, e- 
{cape the infection. Yet notwithftanding fo 
many glaring proofs of infection, that idea was 
entertained on board of very few fhips in- 
deed. ; 

I vifited {ome men on board of a tranfport 
at Sandy Hook, whom I found very ill of | 
the fhip-fever; and upon enguiry of the maf- 
ter, who was then, and had been long ill 
himfelf of the fever, I was informed that 
both he and his men had been very healthy 
nntil fick troops came on board, and that they 
had never been healthy afterwards. 


WvateT to recapitulateall theinftances which 
J could adduce on this fu byect, it would enlarge 
the bulk of thefe Obferyations beyond my de- 
fign. 1 fhall therefore only add two more, 
one of which I met with in private practice, 
and the other at Brookline Hofpital on Lone 
Ifland, near New York. | Z

I was 
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I was defired by a friend, an officer of the 
navy, then in London, to vifit his fervant, 
a young man who had lately come from fea 
with him; he was bad, and had an apo-' 
thecary attending him—---—I found him 
very ill of the fhip fever. JT enquired of the 
nurfe what the apothecary faid of him, and 
fhe told me that he thougint it was only cold 
he had got, and that he would be well in a 
few days. The medicine which he prefcrib- 


ed, apparently, was faline mixture, with 


perhaps, fome antimonial preparation. I 
defired the nurfe to tell the gentleman, that 
IT would meet him next morning; but un- 
luckily he got before me, and told the nurfe, 
who delivered the mefiage I left, that he 
could not poffibly wait for me, but that he 
had the pleafure to inform me by her, the 
patient was much better, after having /weated 
all night, and that- he would foon be well, : 
On the contrary, I found him worfe; and 
fufpecting from his appearance, that he had 
been more delirious in the night, than on any 
preceding night, I afked the nurfe if he had 
not raved for fome nights paft: ‘* To be 
fure,” fhe faid, ** he had talked nonfenfe for 
feveral nights paft, but he talked more laft 

night 
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z night than he ever did before.” I advifed his 
a ‘mafter to get him immediately into an hofpi- 
} “tal, which he did; and there he recovored,

with great difficulty, by an abfcefs forming on 
his hip, as the boy himfelf told me fome months 
after ; and he was then fo much emaciated, 


that I fearce knew him. He could not 


recollect that I had ever feen him during his 
illnefs. 


When ‘the Juno: arrived at New York, 
gn the firft of January, 1777, judging it my 
duty, I reported on the fick Jift, (which was to 
be delivered to the commander in chief) thae 
we had an infectious fever. on board. The 
phyfician of the hoipital being informed of this, 
prepared to receive fifteen men, who, ’tis true, 
were chiefly in a convalefcent ftate ; and they 
were fent next day.* The change of diet and 
air, which they took care to enjoy by ftroiling 
about, had fo happy an effect on many of then 
that when I went to the hofpital, the phyfician 
told me, he was furprized that I could report 
an . 


* More were fent afterwards, as will appear in the 
Diary, - 
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an infectious. fever being on board the Juno, 
when there was nothing the matter with the men 
whom I had fent on fhore; and if Lord Howe 
fhould be informed of it, he was certain that 
he would at leaft be highly difpleafed. In 
confequence of his inattention, four of thofe 
fifteen men, who, as he imagined, | ailed no~ 
thing, died; and others, who were fent alters 
wards, from want of proper attendance, run 
delirious about the hofpital in the nights. What 
the further confequences of {uch inattention was,, 
or might have been in the hofpical; the raxdab 
will readily conjecture. 


Thofe unfufpected inftances of infection, are 
not introduced from any defire to cenfure the 
character and memory of a refpectable gentle- 
man, far lefs to enjoy a triumph by expofing 
the errors of others——The defign is, to put 
young practitioners on their guard, and, if pof- 
fible, to prevent the fatal effeéts of fuch a ge- 


-neral inattention hereafter. 


And I hope it will be admitted, that how- 
ever great the refpect we owe to the merits 
and 
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and chara@ters of individuals, the regard 
which is due to the intereft of fociety is Mill 

far greater. ‘Thefe confiderations, I am 
‘hopeful, will fhelter me from cenfure, for 
ftating important faéts, for the publick inte« 
eft, No other motive has induced me to un= 
dertake this fe¢ond laborious and unprofitable 
tafk—a tafk, however, which I may venture to 
fay, the young and unexperienced practitioners 
who have come lately, and are daily entering 
into the fervice, will particularly profit by, 
if they condefeend to pay due attention to it; 
ands tothe opinion of the more experienced 
gentlemen of the profeffion, whofe candour 
and generofity I have already experienced, i 
their approbation of my Phyfical Journal, it 
is re{pectfully fubmitted.—But to return to 
_the fubject. 


Certain it is, that the fhip fever appears fo 
infidioufly at times, that men of great phyti- 
cal knowledge have miftaken it for very flight 
complaints, and have thus been led to fups 
pofe that the fick lifts, on board of fhips 
where the fever was, were defignedly increaf- 
ed, by adding the fkulkers *, and thofe who

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had very trifling ailments, at a time when 
many of thofe men who were thought to 
have very flight complaints, were fo ill that 
they died of it foon after... Gentlemen who. 
are employed to examine the fick on board 
the fhips, or. on fhore, ought therefore to be 
on their guard, and to execute fuch an im- 
portant duty without any prepofleffion or bias 
whatever, and with that impartiality and be- 
nevolence, which diftinguifh the man of {kill, 
caadour and feeling. | 
_ Having now endeavoured to prove the firft 
pofition, it will not perhaps be thought fo- 
reign to the purpofe, to enquire into the 
caufes why fuch a general defect has exifted 
fo long in the practice of phyfick, as we have 
fhown. 


1ft. They who vifit or attend fever-pa- 
tients, know not that’ they were infected, 
only becaufe they have not taken the trouble 
to advert or enquire by what means their 
patients were infected. It is the lefs furprif- 
ing, therefore, when other gentlemen who 
have taken the trouble to trace the difeafe to 
i.o.fource, and inform them of it, that many 


of 
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of them anfwer to’ the following purpofe : 
‘© Infection, the devil! how fhould we eet 
-infe@tion? ‘This ‘is a fever of the saaalias 
tory kind, but accompanied with. malignancy 
and putridity, with very little or no remif- 
fion.”’ 


Ps: Many of ag sore think, that by 
infection, is neceffarily implied, a difeate fo de- 
feterious in its nature, that, like the peftilence 
of Athens, it ought to fweep away fuddenly 
almoft every perfon whom it attacks; or that 
no other difeafes are infe@tious, except the 
meazles, {mall pox, and plague. But at- 
tention to the fhip fever will convince them 
of thofe errors. ‘The plague is univerfally 
thought the moft dreadful and deftructive of 
all difeafes ; but by what appellation are we 
to diftinguith a difeafe whereof about: fixty 
men dic *in a very few weeks, on board of a 
thip, which fhip’s full compliment is two 
hundred and forty, widows * men included ?

of the other {ciences ; I would not, however, 
‘have it underftood that I condemn gentlemen 
as {cepticks for not implicitly believing the #/¢ 
dixit of any perfon ; but they may detfervedly 
be called fo who pay no regard to the opinion 
or writings of them who have had opportu- 
nities of be coming acquainted with the dif- 
eafes in queftion, and have been fuccefsful in 
the management of them. 


Of thofe {cepticks there are various ¢laffes— 
fome men are become fo, from having with great 
trouble framed their own darling hypothefis, 
which, as if one of their offspring, they are 
‘determined to defend and fupport’ at all ha- 
' zards; or, what is equally as bad, they may. 
have already adopted the opinion, and pinned 
their phyfical faith on ‘the fleeve of fome au- 
thor or practitioner, whom they think the 
enly Efculapius to be confulted in all difeafes 
whatever. ‘* Would you,” fay they, ss pre= 
fume to deviate in your Se or practice 


fromthe great Dr. —-——! ’ thoughat the fame > 


time, the perfon thus repedbarbar has proba- 
bly had far more ex perience in the difeafes un- 


der 
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der confideration, than the Efculapius himfelf; 
and this very Efculapius, after the truth is 
known, has perhaps in that inftance rendered 
himfelf eminent by having communicated to 
print what with indefatiguable ftudy he had 
only fpun out and wove in his own prolific 
brain—a moft elegant inexplicable theory of 
the difeafes, in the texture of which, to be 
fure, "tis impoffible he could have erred, or 
in the fuitable rules which he has laid doy 
for the cure ! 


There are other men whom it may not fuit 
to confels that they are convinced; their 
fituation and inclination may have already 
obliged them to have made up and publithed 
their opinion of the difeafes, and how er- - 
roneous fo ever their opinion was, demonftra- 
tion itfelf would often, I fear, come too late 
for them to acknowledge their conviction. 


There is yet another clafs of men lefs par- 
donable than any of the former, becaufe tho’ 
by their fituation they have had the power 
to do good, they have for particular ends, 
beft known to themfelves, exerted it to inti- 
midate, nay even to injure and opprefs thoie 

whe 
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who have had virtue anid refolutidn to advance 
a dodlrine contrary to ‘the received opinion, 
an opinion which theory alone gave birth to, | 
and which weaknefs and tndolence have folf- 
tered. Of fuch men, I cannot help faying 
what the patriarch faid of old, ** My foul come 
not thou into their fecret, unto their affem- 
bly mine honour be not thou united!” * We 
now proceed to endeavour to eftablith 


The fecond pofition, namely, That the 
fhip fever may be detected by duly attending 
to the following obfervations in general, and 
more particularly by thofe fymptoms which 
we have termed diagnoftic and the defcription 
in part 11. chap. 1. fect. 1, 


It is already admitted-that the fhip fever 
has fometimes been fo infidious as to deceive 
men of great fkill; but we are of opinion'that 
this will very feldom happen if the follow- 
ing circumftances and-fymptoms be carefully 
attended to. nh 


uft. Let it be a rule when: one, two, or 
more paticnts complain of a fever, to interro-

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gate them very ftriétly—whether the fymp-- 
toms be more or lefs fevere- matters not, the 
precaution is equally neceflary ; examine them 
clofely if they have been in a place where 
there were people fick, or in company with 
any people who had been vifiting, or attending 
fick: fhould your patient anfwer in the affir- 
mative there will be great reafon to fufpect 
that they have been infected, and fuitable 
methods to ftifle it in embryo, or to render it 
as mild as poflible, cannot be too fpeedily 
adopted: though they an{fwer in the negative, 


the fymptoms are to be the more diligently

ad. OF all the fymptoms of the fhip fever 
taken feparately, the countenance is by far 
the moft ftriking index, or diagnoftick, which 
daily becomes more and more obvious ; and 
the more obvious, or the more difeafed, if is, 
the greater is the. danger. In a there is 
eatin a je ne fais quoi which ekprefles more 
difeafe than either the patient complains of, 
or can be conveyed in words.—To fay that

3d: Rigors, or chillinefs, or alternate chills 
and heats, almoft conftantly precede the 
fever. 


4th. Very few patients Fe gs without 
mentioning head-ach. 


sth. Sicknefs at ftomach, or reaching aré 
very early complained of. 


6th. Univerfal pains ; or as the fick exprefs 
themfelves, pains all over them,—or pains in 
all their bones or joints, but efpecially in the 
loins or back are concomitants of the fever. 
Thofe are the fymptoms which the fick firft 
complain of. It is true I might mention 
others which often accompany the fever from 
its commencement, but they are not uni- 
formly primitive fymptoms, like the preced- 
ino——therefore, whenever the people on board 


of 
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of a fhip begin to fall down, and complain 
of having been feized with Rigor ; or Chilli- 
nefs ; or alternate Chills and Heats ;—~ Head- 
| ach ;—Sicknefs at Stomach or Retching — 
univerfal Pains—or, as they fay, Pains all 
over them—or Pains in all their Bones, or 
Joints; but efpecially in their Loins or 
Backs ;—and if the countenance is at the 
fame time difeafed, whatever be the other 
fymptoms accompanying thofe, I would not 
hefitate a moment to afflert that a moft viru- 
lent infection had got amongft them. 


If it be further obfervable in the courfe of 
the fever, that they who attend, or have 
communication with the fick, are feized with 
fimilar fymptoms ;—and if the fick, though 
now arrived at a convalefcent ftate, are not 
only very long in recovering perfectly ; but 
from the flighteft caufe are found lable to 
relapfe—they muft have very little difcern- 
ment who doubt of there being a moft viru- 
lent infection on board, . | 


But it may be faid that thofe fymptoms 
which I have laid down as the diagnofticks of 
the fhip-fever, are perfectly fimilar to thofe 

CE which 
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which introduce the eruptive fever of the 
{mall-pox and meafles*—the ftate of the 
countenance excepted. Were this the gene- 
ral opinion of practitioners, it. would fully 
anfwer my prefent purpofe s—as thofe fymp> 
toms would be acknowledged -to be the con- 
comitants of- infectious difeafes; and as 
furgeons when they are .once aware that 
there is infection on board, will not only 
be foon relieved of their doubts, fhould they 
have any, whether it is not the {mall-pox or 
meafles ;. but will. be inftructed to exert 
themfelves to render the infection as miid as 
circumftances will admit + — nothing elie 
being our prefent intention. 


However, it is not to be underftood that 
the picture of the fhip-fever on its firft attack, 
~which is here laid before the reader, compre- 
hends every feature which it puts on,—I fay

or the ftrongeft features only—A more mi- 
nute portraiture, or defcription is fet forth in

7th. We ought now to endeavour to efta- 
blith the third pofition, namely, That bark 
far excels all other medicines extoled, for 
curing the fhip-fever; and though that will 
more properly be done, when we come to 
the treatment of the fever, and to fhow the 
different methods which circumftances oblig- 
éd us to adopt in the management of ‘it ; 
we beg the reader’s indulgence while we in- 
fert one or two remarks refpecting the ad- 
miniftration of bark to cure fevers. 


1ft. I am fully perfuaded that bark has 
not hitherto been adminiftered upon any 
principle by practitioners in general to cure ° 
a fever. 


They do not preferibe it in fuch a manner 
as to fhow either their own confidence that 
it will cure their patients ; or that they judge 


it the moft proper medicine when they do 
CAG: pre- 
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prefcribe it—therefore, they do it, as they 
exprefs, themfelves, with caution; and when a 
few {cruples or drachms have been given be- 
fore the patient dies—though as many ounces 
were requifite to recover him—they fay ‘* the 
bark did not anfwer in that cafe; ”’ or, ** that 
it failed.’ But, fhould the patient {till live, 
and not recover {peedily, the bark 1s changed 
for fome other medicitre—inftead of their in- 
creafing the dofes of it, and repeating them 
oftner. 


I, therefore, beg leave to afk fuch practitio- 
ners in phyfic a few plain queftions: 1ft, 
When they want to vomit, or to purge their 
patients, do they expect to effect thofe evacu- 
ations unlefs they prefcribe a fufficient dofe 
of ipecacuan and jalap? * 2d. Can they pre- 
cifely afcertain a proper dofe of either for a 
patient whofe conftitution they are ftrangers 
to? 


3d. When either the dofe of the ipecacuan 
or jalap which they prefcribed, produced

; | the 
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the intended effect, -wouid they fay that thefe 


medicines failed to vomit and purge ! 


4th. On the contrary, would they not 
confefs the dofes were too fmall which they 
ordered; and would they not repeat thofe 
medicines in certain proportions until they 
operated ? . 


But fuppofing thofe gentlemen produced 
a cafe or two of a fever, fully and fairly ftated, 
which the bark failed to cure; could not T 
relate inftances where jalap would not purge, 
nor ipecacuan vomit ?— And fhould they 
doubt the quality of the jalap and ipecacuan . 
which was given; might not I with equa} 
propriety doubt the goodnefs of the bark 
which they adminiftered ! 


The propofitions are clear ; andthe follow+ 
ing inference is obvious and juft——Laying it 
down as an axiom that bark will as certainly 
cure the fever as ipecacuan will operate by 
vomiting, and jalap by ftools—does it not 
follow, that to cure the fever, the quantity 
of bark muft be as fully proportioned as 


the 
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the dofes of ipecacuan and jalap in their 
re{pective cafes? 


. Again, as in thefe cafes it is difficult to 
afcertain the dofes until the conftitution is 
known—is it any wonder that it 1s not yet 
afcertained how much bark will cure the 
fever until the patient is recovered !.* 


Whoever then expects to cure fevers with 
bark, and adminifters it upon no principle 
or upon any other than—That the quantity to 
be given muft be proportioned to the cafe; and 
‘that the requifite quantity can only be known when 
the patient 1s recovered—will often have caute 
to exclaim ‘‘ That the bark failed him ’— 
a fort of cant which I believe has occafioned 
the lofs of thoufands of men, by its being 
pafled from ‘one to another on the fimple 
foundation we have mentioned. | 


*I donot think it ever can be fully afcertained any other 
way-.-though we may by a proper ufe of the bark arrive 
at as Great a certainty in time---what the requifite quantity 
of it, is; as for any other medicine for a particular pur. 
pofe.---Is it yet afcertained how much mercury will cure

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Another circumftance which ftrikes me 
“forcibly © refpe€ting the adminiftration of 
bark,ior a fever, 1S, that practitioners do not 
pretcribe it early enough to be fpeedily pro- 
ductive of fuccefs—fuppofing they gave it 
liberally when they do begin to give it— 
which is feldom the cafe. | 


I cannot comprehend what could introduce 
the precept, and fupport it fo long and fo 
generally, to delay giving the bark until there 
is a remiflion—indeed many wait for an 
intermiffion ; and as that feldom happens in 
the fhip-fever, they often loofe their patients 
by fruitlefs expectations and endeavours to 
effect it.—Upon whatever authority this dan- 
eerous precept was eftablifhed, or how vener- 
able foever their names who have maintained 
it, I know from experience it is’ one of 
the moft fatal precepts. that ever was in- 
‘culcated in the practice of phytic. For the 
proofs of this affertion we muft refer the 
reader to part II. and to the appendix.

Wa EN we failed on the 4th of April 
from St. Helen’s, on our voyage to Quebec, the 
patients on the fick lift were, one with fever ; 
one with eruptions; one with itch; one with 
inflammation; and three with foul ulcers. 

The wind varied much and often, tho’ in ge- 
neral it was between the Northward and Eaft- 
ward, until the rath, when it got round to ESE. 
From thence it veered to the SW, On the 15th 

B if 
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it was from South to Eaft; on the 16th, from 
NEN to NNW, varying to NZ@E, “till the 
20th, when it came to SW, and varied between 
that and N J E, until the 27th. It then varied 
from ENE to SSE: on the 28th, and after- 
wards, got back to the N and NW, ftill varying. 
On the 8th, gth, 15th, 16th, 25th, it blew gales ; 
the 19th and 2oth it was fometimes calm. The 
rith, rath, 5th, 17th, 2rft, 22d, 23d, 24th, 
licht fhowers; the 25th, fhowers; 28th, light 
fhowers. The atmofphere was generally cloudy, 
fometimes clear, but feldom foggy, except when 
we crofied the banks of Newfoundland. The 
moon was full the day we failed, and changed 
the 18th. The mean height of the thermometer 
svas about 5% degrees. 
~The fick lift did not vary much, but rather 
increafed regularly until the 23d—decreafed un- 
ti! the 27th, when it increafed; and then de- 
creafed rather, to the end of the month, The 
number who were added, were thirty with fever ; 
two with fcurvy; one. with rheumatifm; one 
with gout ; two, hectic; one with a cough one 
— with haemorrhoides ; one with eruptions; four 
with itch; one with a fcald; two with flrains; 
three with contufions; one with a fracture; 
three with inflammations; one with a {welling of 
the knee ; two with abfceffes ; one with excori- 
ation; and five with ulcers.—In all, 62; in- 
cluding thofe who were on the lift the day we 
failed.

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I fent three fever patients to the hofpital in 
the month of March. Amongit the fever pa- 
tients are included thofe complaints which are 
vulgarly called colds; being accompanied with 
fymptoms of fever: a number of thofe were 
flight, and eafily carried off ; but were fo claffed 
to avoid multiplying difeafes, or columns in the 
general table. his is to be underftood of all 
fuch cafes until the month of September begins ; 
only we fhail take notice in the month of Au- 
ouft of fuch as had feverer attacks of fever, 
the fymptoms which accompanied it, and the 
manner in which it was treated. Of other 
difeafes, it is not my intention to treat. |

The wind was as variable as in the pre- 
ceding month, but much more Wefterly, and 
always moderate, except the roth, gales. On 
the 1ft, 2d, 14th, 18ch, tgth, 20th, 22d, and 
28th, at times it was calm. We had heavy dews 
the ift and 2d; 4th and sth, light fhowers with 
{now; 7th, fnow; 8th, light fhowers ; gth, 
fhowers; 11th, 12th, 15th, 16th, light fhowers;,.

fhowers. The atmofphere was often very fogey, 
and wet every thing, particularly in the begin- 
ning of the month.

17th, The mean height of the thermometer was 
about 47 deg. It was often very cold in St. 
Laurence’s river. 

The number of fick firtt sees a little, then 
decreafed fomewhat, but varying little until the - 
rath, when it increafed, and rather continued 
doing fo until the middle of the month, then 
decreafed to the 20th. From that time it varied 
very little until the 27th, when it began to de- 
creafe, and altered very little from the 28th to 
the end.—-On the 8th groge was begun to be 
ferved.—At the end of the month we epi ese at 
Quebec. : 

The patients added to the fick lift this month 
were, forty with fevers; one with quinfey ; one 
with plethora; one with adyfentery ; three with 
the belly-ache 4 one with a fingultus; one with 
deafnefs; one-with a nephritis ; one with he- - 
morrhotdes; two with eruptions; one with itch; 
feven with contufions; one, wounded; two 
with inflammations; one with a fwelling of the 
knee; and eight with abfceffes :—in all, 72. 

On the 24th, a boy died of a fever, which pro- 
ceeded from a fracture in the neck bf the os fe- 
moris, and ended in a tetanus,or locked jaw. The 

day before he died, 1 was informed, he had hurt 
himfelf at play before he was taken ill, When 
he came to me firtt, althouch he complained of 
a pain about the fuperior and anterior part of 


the 
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the thigh, I dropt the idea that he had hurt it, 
until the tetanus came on; becaufe he firmly 
denied, from his’ firft complaining, that he had 
received any hurt. 

Nothing further material happened in the 
courfe of the month, | 
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The sth and 6th the wind varied; as it did 
alfo on the 12th, ryth, rgth, and 2oth; but 
was then chiefly SW.—Otherwife it was NE, or 
ENE. Then it was SW or Wefterly with calms, 
until the 25th, and from that time varied until 
the end of the month; and all along, excepting 
the 13th and r4th, gales, it was light airs or 
frefh breezes. The ift and 4th, light fhowers,; 
6th, fhowers with thunder; 13th, 14th, 16th, 
r7th, 18th, and roth, light fhowers, with ¢ and 
/; 2oth, light fhowers, with 4 ¢ and /; 22d, 
fhowers, bt /; 23d, fhowers, ¢/; 24th, 26th, 
28th, 29th, light fhowers, ¢/, The atmofphere 
was often clear, efpecially in the beginning, but 
was more generally cloudy throughout the 
month. The 3d the moon was full, and changed 
the 16th. 

Excepting the firft day, the fick lift rather de- 
creafed until the 8th, when it increafed, and the 
following patients were fent to the hofpital ee 
one with a fever (a weak man); one with the 
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{curvy ; one with the gout; two with coughs ; 
one with the epilepfy; one with eruption; and 
three wilh ulcers. It increafed until the 12th, 
decreafed until the 15th, increafed until the 18th, 
varied little until the 27th, and decreafed again. 

The patients who complained this month 
were, fixteen of fevers; one of a pleurify; five 
of dyfentery; two of the fcurvy; one of the 
rheumatifm; two of the gout; one with haemor- 
rhage; two with coughs; one with epilepfy ; 
one with itch; one with arupture; eight with 
contufions; and one of an excoriation :— 42 
in all. 

The fhip’s company were ferved frefh beef on 
Saturdays and Sundays; and fpruce beer after 
the 8th. The hofpital was a fhocking houfe, 
and under a very high hill, clofe to the river on 
the Point Levi fide. Before we arrived, they 
were taken into the general army hofpital, and 
had been there all the winter.—QOn the 24th, the 
pleuritic patient was fent to the hofpital in a con- 
valefcent ftate ; and feven of them who were fent 
on the 8th, returned on board; and on the 25th 
I applied to have them invalided. Two of the 
fever patients were jent {mall-pox patients to the 
hofpital: one of them, who was feized feveral 
days before with the fymptoms which commonly 
appear before the eruption, had feen a man ill of 
the fmall-pox at the hofpital, who died there; 
but they are claffed fever patients, becaufe it was 
uncertain if it was the {mall-pox.—Thirteen in 
all were fent to the hofpital,

We had. fome marines fent on board a tranf- 
port to guard prifoners.—Every thing afhore at 
market, except vegetables, (which were ftill 
{carce) became much cheaper. The fcurvy had 
hitherto been the moft prevalent difeafe in the 
hofpital, fince it was eftablifhed. The Triton 
' fent a number of fcorbutic patients to it; but 
the men having got fpirits to buy at the Brunf- 
wick camp, which was on the top of the hill, 
lived irregular. Very few. were feized with 
‘{mall-pox afhore. I fent two fcorbutic patients 
to the hofpital,one with {mall-pox, and one with 
fever.— Towards the end of the month,the Pearl 
returned from a cruize in the gulph, with many 
of the people {corbutic: they had blowing fogg 
weather, We were now ferved frefh beef three 
times a week.

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The Brunfwick troops had a very mortal fever 
among them; the following fhort account of it 
I had from the furgeon general to the garrifon. 
«They were generally bad three days before 
they were brought to the hofpital to him; that 
they were then delirious, with their tongues 
black and chopt, and their teeth covered with 
fordes; that they had petechiz, and a flux on 
them, and that they generally died within 48 
hours after their admiffion. “That he obferved - 
no remiffion of the fever ; that their pulfes never 
indicated a ftrong fever, nor even danger; but 
all who were fo ill at their admiffion as not to be 
able to put out their tongues to fhow them, died. 
That he ordered them, as foon as they were ad- 
mitted, to be well wafhed in warm water and 
vinegar, and the bark to be given them freely 
with Port wine. And concluded with faying, 
(upon my enquiry if he had made ufe of blifters) 
that he did not approve of them in fevers with 
petechiz ; but that he perhaps might have ap- 
Plied them, had the-patients been brought to the 
hofpital when they were firft taken ill.”

The moon was new the 
14th, and full the 29th. The mean height of 
the thermometer was 65 deg. Butit is to be ob- 
ferved, that we left Quebec the 2 3d, and that the 
thermometer became gradually lower as we got 
down the river, fo that in eight days it was g deg. 
lower than it was the day we left Quebec: it 

continued lower while we were at Bique-ifland. 
On the 5th, two of our men, one of the icurvy, 
(one of the marines that were on board the tranf- 
port) the other with a fever, were fent to the 
hofpital; and one with a cough on the 13th.— 
The lit decreafed until the 16th, when it in- 
creafed, varied for two days, and decreafed on the 
rgth, then continued without alteration until the 
23d, when our four men came from the hofpital ;

The patients who were added to the lift, were 
three with fevers, one with a head-ach, nine with 
dyfenterick complaints, two with the belly-ach, 
one with the fcurvy, one with the rheumatifm, 
One confumptive or hectic patient, two with fore 
throats, three with coughs, one with deafnels, 
one with giddinefs, one with eruptions, one with 
a ftrain, one with a contufion, three with wounds, 
one with an inflammation, one with an abfcefs, 
and one with a furuncle :—in all 34.

Obfervations on the Fever of the preceding Months. 


WE are now come to a period wherein a very 
important change of the health of the thip’s 
company began to appear; but before we pro- 
ceed to fhow that change, it may not be impro- 
per to enumerate the fymptoms of the fever 

C3 which 
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which hitherto affected the people, and to com- 
pare them with thofe which occurred in the en- 
fuing months. However, it is not my intention 
to draw this comparifon at prefent to minute- 
nefs, but to reprefent, if poffible, the characteriftic 
marks of the jail or fhip fever, which are inferted 
in the introduction. The particular defcription 
of this fever will more properly follow the diary 
of the fick lift and monthly review. 

Many of thofe who in the preceding months 
are ranged as fever patients, were fo flightly af- 
fected, as to bring them, not very improperly, 
within the vulgar denomination of colds; al- 
though, as they had all at leaft jome feverifh 
fymptoms, I chofe to clafs them as fevers, to 
avoid the multiplying of columns of difeafes in 
the tables. 

The fymptoms of fuch patients were mild in- 
termitting complaints. The pulfe was very dif- 
ferent in different patients; thirfts, loathing of 
food, ficknefs at the ftomach, head-ach, cough, 
fore throat, hoarfenefs, acute pains of the fides, 
pain of the back, and in all their bones, (as they 
exprefs themfelves) or univerfal pains, ftraitnefs 
about the brealt, griping complaints, deafnefs 
accompanying a fore throat, (tho’ this was very 
feldom) giddinefs, efpecially in the month of 
May, and conftipations, 

I thought it neceffary to take away blood in 
fome cafes only. Gentle evacuations by vomit 


and 
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and ftool, promoting a moderate diaphorefis with 
effence of antimony or tartar emetic, together 
with opium, or tinct. theb. fometimes; bolufies 
of fperma-ceti and nitre, or the oily mixture, 
repeated as there was occafion, with diluting 
drink, and the volatile Jiniment applied to the 
throat, carried their complaints off in a few days. 


Although the preceding cafes were by far the 
greater number of the fever patients, yet many 
had the fever in a feverer manner, as may be 
feen from the following fymptoms and their du- 
ration, which are collected from all their cafes, 
and enumerated daily. But neither the pleuritic 
cafe, nor two others (which were occafioned by 
putting a corpfe into a coffin) are made mention 
of ; though thefe two indeed were flight. It is 
not, therefore, to be underftood that all the 
fymptoms which are enumerated in any one day, 
occured in a fingle cafe. 

1. They were feized with chillnefs and rigors, 
fucceeded by heats, thirft, and univerfal’ pains 
and uneafinefs ; pains in the fide and back, diffi- 
culty of breathing, tightnefs about the throat, 
great hoarienefs, cough, head-ach, giddinefs, and 
ficknefs at the ftomach; the pulfe quick and full, 

2. Some had very reftlefs nights, without any 
remiffion from the head-ach, and a pain that 
went round in the direction of the diaphragm, 
efpecially with a cough, which was dry and ur- 
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sent; and from pain of the breaft that affected 
refpiration, the countenance was flufhed, and the 
eyes watered ; remiffions, paroxifms, coftivenefs, 
profufe fweats, the thirft continued, and the pulfe 
was in fome full and quick. 

3. The paroxifms continued above twelve 
hours, with the fymptoms as fevere as in the Arft 
paroxifm; pains in the knees, and about the 
fhoulders, a frequent cough, and fcarce any ex- 
pectoration ; a little cough and pain only.

Tt was not a general rule with me to let blood: 
—that depending folely on circumftances. A 
vomit was moft commonly given at firft,; and 
if the patient was bled, the vomit was given 
a few hours after, and from xxv. to xl. drops of 
Effent. Antimon. with refrigerating and diluting 
drink at night. Next morning an ounce of 
falts was given, and the effence of antimony re- 
peated in the evening. After thofe moderate 
evacuations, (which were feldom repeated) I 
prefcribed Cort. Peruv. 3i or 31 every hour, 
until the patient was out of danger; and after- 
wards it was given lefs frequent, and at this time 
Elix. Vitr. was often joined with it. When I 
began to give the bark, I did not omit it for 
any exacerbation of the fymptoms.

The fever patient who was taken ill the 22d 
ult. (a puny boy who had been returned to duty 
the igth only) after having been in the lift about 
three weeks. —He complained much of his head 
at firft, and in two days after a flux for a week 
together, with his head-ach, which weakened 
him fo much, that it was a fortnight before he 
recovered. When he complained on the 22d, 
it was of a bad cough, head-ach, and pain of his 
fide; and after hie fever, which held him for 
ight or ten days, he was feized with a diarrhoea 
and diabetes from weaknefs, of which he did not 
recover for as many weeks. 

The fever made its appearance on the 15th 
of September, the third day after we arrived at 
Halifax; a young man, who belonged to a boat 
at that time, and therefore was probably on 
board the Lizard and afhore at Halifax, was 
taken with an ague, he faid ; but fortunately he 
foon got well: and even before him there were 
two had flight attacks of it. Some dyfenteric 
patients intervened between this man’s being 
taken ill, and the recovery of the boy berate 
mentioned on the 19th, and his falling ill again 
onthe 22d, J was furprized to find h'm fo long 
/ In 
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in recovering, as I gave him the bark not very 
fparingly. There was another man feized with 
it on the 22d, who recovered perfectly well 
the 26th. 

The fhip’s barber was the next perfon feized 
with it on the 3d; his attack was not violent, 
and being a tipling young lad, he went about 
the fhip five or fix days before he complained, 
left his grog fhould have been ftopped. He foon 
recovered, 

Another young man, of a delicate conftitution, 
complained of the fever the fame day the barber 
did. He was very often ailing, but he luckily 
got quite well in a few days. 

The next perfon was a marine, much given to 
drinking, and had frequently got drunk with 
fmall beer; he was much bloated, of an indo.- 
lent difpofition. Not long before this, he hada . 
fit of drinking: he died the 8th day of his ill- 
nefs. I was much alarmed at feeing, on feveral 
parts of his body, a few hours after he died, 
large black blotches, particularly in thofe parts 
he had Jain upon. None of the fymptoms were 
running high, and he being naturally of a very 
flothful difpofition, I did not apprehend that he 
was In any danger. His cafe will be related here- 
after. On this occafion, I was the more uneafy, 
becaufe the fymptoms about the other fever pa- 
tients were more obftinate than thofe which had 
appeared in former months. Thefe circum- 

{tances 
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{tances left me no room to doubt but that we 
had caught a virulent infection. J cannot de- 
termine whether we caught it on board of the 
Lizard, or at St. John’s, or at Halifax, for the 
fever exifted in, and we had communication at 
all the three places in a few days. One thing is 
_ certain, that wherever it was contracted, the de- 
bauch which our people committed on the 15th 
of September, foon roufed it into violent action. 
From avery healthy ftate, we were fuddenly 
plunged into a very fickly and dangerous one. 
Thirty-nine complained of fevers, two of the 
dyfentery, one of the rheumatifm, two of hz- 
morrhoides, one of eruptions, one of the itch, 
one of a ftrain, and three of contufions.—Fifty 
in all, , 

The method in which the fever was treated, 
will be related in its proper place. None of the 
other complaints required any particular treat- 
ment. | 


NovEMBER, 


A good deal of pains was taken to clean and 
fmoak the fhip in different ways, the firft of this 
month, with larger fires of junk and tobacco, 
than were generally made ufe of afterwards. To 
this precaution alone can be attributed the vifible 
check which was given to the fever: there be- 
ing a decreafe of no lefs than fifteen patients in 

the 
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the courfe of the month; and all who! were‘in 
the hft did well. The fac is fo clear and’ in* 
conteftible, that nothing further need -be faidiin 
favour of {moaking with large fires for three or 
four hours ata time, when a fhip becomes 
fickly ; nor of frequently. repeating this procefs, 
at leaft as often: as circumftances will admit.—< 
The fick themfelves not only found. the air more 
cool and refrefhing after fmoaking, but thofé in 
health, who. lay-in the tiers:and more confined 


places of the fhip, faid it was like a change of 


climate to them, fo cool and: agreeable the air 
was rendered... Butt is hikewife to. be remem- 
bered, that the fick were treated with bark. 

On the 26th, the fick, or rather convalefcents, 
were fent afhore at Halifax, with all their 
cloaths, folely with an intention ‘to get the fhip 
eleared: of the infection. Indeed, no other mo- 
tive. could ‘have juftified fending people to: fuch 
quarters. Of all the nefts of filth combined with 


poverty, which I ever beheld, they were by far — 


the moft fhameful. Where, or on whom this 
reproach falls, I know not; but what ren- 
ders it indelible, is, that Halifax had never been 
molefted by the rebels, and confequently. there 
were no concurring circumftances to make it ne- 
ceffary to coop up the fick and wounded feamen, 
in the moft filthy and. decayed houfe about 
town, with f{carce a fquare of glafs in a window.

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DECEMBER. 


Only five were teva with the feyer the firft 
week ,; one or more were added every day in the 
Fecha week ; and in the remaining part, ex- 
cepting the 15th, 19th, and 26th, one or more 
complained of it daily. But if the ftate of the 
weather, and the fhip’s being fo much crouded 
on the paffage from Halifax to New-York, be 
confidered, it will not be thought furprifing that 
we had one patient died, and Ge) an increafe of 
the fick lift at the end of the month. On the 
Jaft of November there were only 16 in it, in- 
cluding fupernumeraries ; and on the laft of this 
month there were 35 in it; but the fever pa- 
tients were then chiefly in a convalefcent ftate, 
though they were liable to relapfe from 1 inatten- 
tion, or the leaft irregularity, There were 49

The fymptoms of the fever were vehement 
this month, and were very obftinate, particularly

it, flood more in need of cordials than of evacu- 
ations. The reft of the patients were treated 
after the ufual manner. 

The paffage to New- York was extremely dif- 
agreeable, from the length of time we were on 
it, the Badnats of the weather, the great number. 

The fick 
being unavoidably fo ill accommodated in their 
births, rendered it {till worfe.

This .was the moft fickly month we had in 
America; a greater number of fever patients 
being added to the lift in the courfe of it, than in 
any other. Yet only one patient (a fupernume- 
rary who came from the Rainbow) died. Al- 
though the prifoners were on board of us only 
nine days, it cannot be doubted but that by 
their crouding the fhip while they were on board, 
they promoted or increafed the ficknedfs. One 
of them died on board, without my being in- 
formed of his illnefs, until a few hours before 
he died. From what accounts I could hear of 
him, he was in fome meafure flarved from want 
of cloaths and bedding. But as the prifon fhip 
from whence they came was fickly, as I was in- 
formed, it is more than probable that he was in- 
feted before he Jeft her; and on board of the 
Juno they were neceffarily crouded together into 
the ftarboard bay, where he had a wet deck only 
to lay upon. That part of the fhip was una- 
voidably wet by the cables; and the bay had 
an offenfive fmell for a confiderable time after 
they were fent away, though well cleaned and 
fmoaked. While thefe poor creatures were on 
board, our marines lay under the half-deck,

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| where they caught cold, and were feized with 
the fever. 

The winds being generally northerly, the 
weather was very cold with fnow. Every day, 
excepting the 4th, 8th, 16th, 20th, aif, and 
25th, fever patients were added to the lift, to the 
number of 61, befides one with the head-ach, 
two with belly-ach, nine with fcurvy, five with

another on the 18th; the former was the pri- 


foner from the floop, who had been fo long ill 


before he complained. Irregular people fuffered 
greatly more than others in the fever, in them 
the fymptoms were more fevere, and the relapfes 
more frequent. But I obferved exceptions to 
this rule; for under the difadvantages of irre- 
gularity, the utmoft degree of filthinefs and na- 
kednefs, and of having a cheft only to lie upon, 
without bedding, I tee feen them recover : and 
what is rather extraordinary, the young, raw, 
dirty lads from Scotland, who had been but 
a fhort time at fea, were feldom feized with it. 
The man who was blown up or wounded on the 
18th, died on the 23d. It was fome time (per- 
haps a quarter of an hour) after the accident, 
before he recovered any motion or fenfe, or felt 
any confiderable pain, and continued delirious 
throughout the night. 

Three fever patients were fent to fick quar- 
terson the 28th. For the firft five days, fever 
patients were daily added ; but on the 6th, 7th, 
13th, 18th, 20th, and 26th, no fever patients 
complained, nor through the remainder of the 
month, excepting the 27th; fothat by far the 


ereateft number were added before the 18th, 


after which the infe@tion began to decreafe very 
obvioully. This could proceed from nothing 
; elfe 
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elfe but our firing fo much on the 18th,* which 
not only fmoaked the fhip thoroughly, but alfo 
the men and their cloaths, which never could 
be done in the ufual way of fmoaking. The 
fact is clear, whatever conjectures may be 
formed on it, as appears by the daily ftate of the 
fick litt ever after. Yet nothing but accidental 
circumftances can procure to a fickly fhip’s 
company fuch a beneficial fmoaking; as the ex- 
pences attending the confumption of fo much 
powder as we fired that day, would be too great. 
But it may therefore be faid, with feeming pro- 
priety, that lictle advantage can be derived from 
this being known, unlefs it could be put in prac- 
tice. I think, however, that this being inculca» 
ted on board of a fickly fhip, when coming to 
action, may be an additional inducement to them 
to perform their duty with becoming fpirit.

The 
fhip’s company caught a great many fifh, and 
they had their foup as ufual while it lafted, with 
croute, twice a week. Under thefe circum- 
ftances the fick lift continued to decreafe as to 
fevers, to the great fatisfaction. of every perfon 
on board. Only twelve complained of fevers, 
one of indigeftion, three of fcurvy. one of ha- 
morrhage, one of an epilepfy, one of a ftrain, 
two of contufions, four of wounds, one of an 
_abfcefs, and one of an ulcer :—27 in all. 

The head-ach was the mott troublefome fymp- 
tom among the fever patients. 
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npite w BE witide were -vathabhé bg T mode~ 
rately from ‘every point of the compafs in 
the courfe of the month. It was very feldom 
calm, tho’ little rain fell, and that only on feven 
days of themonth; the atmofphere was generally 
hazy, foggy, or cloudy. On the ad, 3d, and 
4th, heavy dews: on the sth, gth, 17th, and 
a light fhowers, 22d, 23d, and 29th, fhow- 
ers, the rain fell on the 5th and 17th with thun-_ 
der and lightning, 22d with lightning, and 29th 
with thunder. Mean height of the thermome- 
ter about 65; new moon ath, full moon 2oth. 
The fick lift increafed from three to nine in: 
thé coarfe of the month. there were added to it 
in all feven with fevers, the fymptoms of which 
were become milder; one with a head-ach, one 
with dyfenteric fymptoms, two with belly-achs,. 
one with vomiting, three with indigeftion, fix 
with the fcurvy, two with rheumatifm, one with:

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hypochondria, one with worms (afcarides’, one 
with eruptions, two with ftrains, one with hy- 
drocele, one with a contufion, three with infam- 
mation, and one with an ulcer :—in all 34. 
On the 26th a cafk of molaffes was taken out 
of a prize for each of the three fhips companies, 
and eight cafks of limes were divided among — 
them; imdeed the Orpheus had one half of the 
limes, as her people were the mott fickly with 
the fever and {curvy. I got i8 bottles of fmall 
French wine for the ufe of the fick. 

On the 28th, I put three gallons of lime juice 
and fix of molaffes in 18 gallons of rum, (but, 
by miftake, the fteward put in more rum than I 
_-direéted) to be ferved, when diluted with water, 
to the fcorbutic people, in the room of grog. 

On the 31ft we got a little ftock out of a 
prize, which was divided among the three fhips. 

The porter was ferved out to the fhip’s come 
pany, as a free gift, a pint a day to each man.— 
A prifoner, who came-from the molaffes veffel, 
complained of an inflamed eye. He faid it pro- 
ceeded from the fteam of the molaffes, when 
ftarting it out of one cafk into another about a 
fortnight before ; and that all the men who were 


4 -employed about that bufinefs, were affe@ted in 


the fame manner. 
One of our men died the 25th, of his fever, at 
fick, quarters, 


AUGUST: 
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AvucusT. 


The wind was variable and very... moderate, 
but more from the S. than any other quarter, ’till 
the 26th, when it came N. and continued fo, but 
was ftill moderate until the 31ft. It rained the 
ad, with ¢ and /, 3d, light fhowers, 5th, fhowers, 
roth, rith, 12th, agth and ith, /, 15th, ¢, 7, 
and fhowers, 17th, 18th, igth, and 2oth, light 
fhowers, 23d, /, 26th, fhowers, 27th, light 
fhowers. The atmofphere in general was hazy 
and cloudy, but the 6th, 7th, and 8th we had 
fogs. New moon the 3d, and full moon 18th: 
The thermometer was never lower than 68, nor 
higher than 78. 

‘The fick lift varied a little, but continued ra- 
ther increafing until the 12th. On the 13th we 
arrived at Rhode-Ifland ;—the people of the Or- 
pheus continued fickly all the voyage. The dy- 
fentery began now to attack the people. I fent 
to fick quarters on the 14th, one with a fever, 
three with fluxes, one with a bad cough, and 
three with the fcurvy. From the 14th the lift 
varied frequently until the end of the month.— 
On the 28th, one with a dyfentery, one with a 
vomica, and one witha hydrocele, were fent to 
fick quarters. A third part of the fhip’s com-

SEPTEMBER, 


Northerly and NE winds were moft preva- 
lent; fome days they were variable, feldom calm, 
and always moderate; 6th, 7th, and roth, light 
fhowers, 17th, fhowers, 18th, hard fhowers, ‘th 
light fhowers, 2tft, ¢, 22d, light fhowers, 23d 
fhowers, 26th, light fhowers. "Phe atmofphere 
was generally cloudy, fometimes clear, and very 
feldom hazy. New moon the ift, and full moon 
the 17th. The mean height of the thermometer. 
was about 66. 

The fick lift varied little, but rather increafed 
all the month with eres patients, one of 


whom 
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whom died on the 19th; but the fever with pe- 
techiz accompanied his itty Nothing uncom- 
mon happened in the dyfentery, On the ath, a 
corporal and two marines were fhot, and one 
wounded afhore by the rebels; while they were 
guarding the watering party, above 200 rebels 
attacked the corporal and fix marines, the boats 
crew, a midfhipman, and the cooper.

For the firft four or five days, the wind was 
Southerly and Wefterly, (though it froze on the 
ft) and then came round to the Northward, va- 
rying, with rain, and fixed for two days in the 
NW with frefh gales. It blew Southerly again 
for one day, then returned to the N and NW for 
three days with rain; veered again for a fhort 
time to the SW, and gradually came back to the

the SW it blew frefh one day, varied, became 
Northerly, then Southerly and Wefterly—NW 
again—variable and Eafterly with ftrong gales, 
The rath, 13th, 17th, and 18th, gales, 29th,

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{trong gales, 22d and 23d, fhort calms, 6th, 
heavy rain, 5th, 3th, oth, roth, 22d, 26th, 29th, 
goth, light fhowers.. The atmofphere was ge- 
nerally cloudy or hazy. The moon was full the 
rath, and changed the 2gth. The mean height 
of the thermometer was about 46, 

On the 18th we dropped down to New Port 5 
23d failed with a convoy, and returned next day. 
27th failed again, and anchored at Block-Ifland 
PM. — 28th failed with a convoy towards Sandy 
Hook, 29th, they were all difperfed by the 
eale of wind. The Diamond, Flora, and Lark 
were Out on aeruife, and got very fickly from 
the bad weather, and from infe€tion communi- 
cated by prifoners taken out of the prizes. The 
{mall-pox was on board the laft. 

Theoick lift varied very little, but towards: 
the end of the menth it was increafed by hurt 
patients. This was the healthieft month we 
enjoyed in America while the Juno exifted ;- 
only *twenty-one patients having: aon abare 
viz. one. of a fever, one of a head- ‘ooh. two of the 
dyfentery, one of the rheumatifm, one of a pal- 
pitation-of the heart, one of a-cough,. two of . 
{calds, fix.of contufions, two of wounds, three of 
inflammations, and one of-a furuncle, 

Two with the rheumatifm, and one with a 
fcald head, were fent to fick quarters on the roth, 
and one on the 26th with the fever, 

This was an agreeable change for the better, 
Our men were very iniom afhore, and only at

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firtt, when we went up to Prudence; and the 


weather was far colder in February laft than it 


was in this month. On the a1ft, fix of our men, 
who had been taken prifoners the 4th of Sept. 
returned in a flag of truce, and another of them 


efcaped out of prifon. When they came on 


board, I got them well wafhed with warm water, 

then with warm vinegar, and got clean cloaths 
put on them.

DECEMBER. 


The wind was chiefly from WSW to NE, 
and, unlefs in the beginning of the month, when

We 
had only nine days yee fro{t, and fnow fell 
on four days only. The atmofphere was oftener. 
cloudy and hazy, than quite clear:—13th, 17th, 
18th, 27th, and agth, light fhowers. Full 
moon the 14th, new moon the 29th ;:—it was 
very cold about the end of the month, The 
mean height of the thermometer was about 44, 

We irked to New-Port the 7th; our fick.

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tient was fent to fick quarters the rath, and an- 
other fever and one dyfenteric patient on the 
27th. Query, Did the increafe of fever and. 
dyfenteric patients proceed from the blowing 
weather at the end of the laft, and beginning of 
this month?—-our hatches being then batooned 
down. On the morning of the 3oth, every thing | 
on board which the wind blew upon, had the ap- 
pearance of being cafed over with ice, it having 
rained, hailed, fnowed, and froze in the night.— 
The fhip’s decks were very leaky, many of the 
men were wet‘in their hammocs, and a great deal 
of water was between decks. . Moft of the fever 
patients were lying in the bays, where the air is 
mott confined, The man who firft complained 
of the fever this month, was delirious when he 
complained, 

The number of patients added to the fick lift - 
this month, were ten ill of the fever, four of the 
dytentery, fix of the rheumatifm, five of coughs, 
one of the ear-ach, one of a hernia, three of con- 
tufions, and two of furuncles :—in all 32 

The Nonfuch, Raifonable, and Somerfet were 
very fickly. The Nonfuch left England in 
March, and fifty of her men have been already 
carried off by the fever. Each of thefe thips 
has now between 130 and 150 men on their 
fick lift The Somerfet’s men have the fever, 
and the other two fhips have far more (corbuncies 

than 
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than fevers. —-——The fever and dyfentery raged 
much to the Southward this laft campaiga. 
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The wind blew from between NW and SW 
more than from any other part of the compals. 
On the 8th, 17th, 18th, 21it, and 29th, we had 
generally frefh gales, but on the 7th, 27th, and 
goth, calms for a fhort time; at the beginning 
of the month, there was fome froft, and a good 
deal between the 14th and 26th; 3d, 8th, roth, 
and 18th, light fhowers; 11th, 17th, light 
fhowers with fnow, 29th and 3ift, heavy rains, 
sth, 2oth, 24th, and 25th, fnow.

FEBRUARY, 


A moderate Wefterly wind for the firft five 
days was fucceeded by a fhort calm; it came to 
the Eaftward on the 6th, and blew violently on 
the morning of the 7th from NNE with fnow; 
much damage was done by the gale. Te was af- 
terwards variable, but oftener from the NW 
than from any other quarter. The rath, 13th, 
izth, 2oth, and a21ft were calm. The atmof- 
phere was fometimes clear, but generally cloudy 
or hazy, excepting the 11th and 27th, fhowers, 
16th and 26th, light ditto. It generally freezed 
from the 6th to the end of the month, and a good 
deal of {now fell. The moon was full the 11th, 
and changed the 26th. The mean height of the 
thermometer was 44. 

On the 15th we failed in company with the 
Cerberus and Haerlem, and 24 fail, chiefly of 
tranfports, all carrying flags of truce; towards 

evening, 
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evening, we and the Cerberus parted from the 
Haerlem and tranfports, and on the 21ft, PM. 
we arrived in Cape Cod bay or harbour. 

‘The fick lift varied until the roth,—rather in- 


: ‘ereafed until the 18th, and was afterwards va- 


riable until the end of the month. There were 
Hever more than 18 in 11 :—1in all 35 wereadded 
to it; viz. eleven who complained of fevers,

employed as before. Tents were erected afhore. 

The fick lift rather increafed ’till the 12th, 
and after that varied and decreafed. The pa- 
tients who complained were fix of fevers, two of 
the head-ach, one of the dyfentery, one of the 
rheumatifm, one of a cough, one of an epilepfy, 
one of a {cald, two of contufions, five of wounds, 
four of abfceffes, five of furuncles, five ftung by 
infects, and one of an ulcer:—35 in all. One 
of the head-ach patients, who is ill of the fever, 
was a prifoner while he was feized with that 
diforder. 

None but a guard flept on board after the 
o9th.—It is fomewhat remarkable, that during 
fuch uncommon duty as was performed by our 
people the three laft days of the month, and 
with fo much unavoidable hurry as attended it, 
that no accidents happened among them. Seve- 
ral of them were bit in the tents by infects. — 
Nothing particular occurred among the patients. 
On the laft day of the month we had only lame 
people in the fick lift, 
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The Journal ends here very properly for va« 
rious realons. However, I cannot help making 
mention of a marine, who complained the firft of 
Auguft :—after having been very drunk, (pro- 
bably with bad {pirits) and lying in the fun the 
preceding day, he was feized in: the night with 
difference fymptams, and inthe forenoon: his 
head ached, he was griped, very thirfty, and 
complained of weaknefs. J gave him anemetic, 
end ordered him-an ounce of falts; but as they 
seve him no flool, and he complained much of 
his bowels and limbs paining him, towa'ds even- 
ing I gave him a clyfter, which procured two 
ftools, with a great difcharge of wind, and gave 
him much eafe :—however, he died in the night. 
1.know not what was the caufe of his death, 
whether it was owing to the liquor he drank, or 
to a coup-de-foleil, or fome mifmanagement.— 
He expired in a fhorter time than the man who 
died on the 12th of January, 1777. at New-York, 
whom I fufpected of having drank fome bad 
new {pirit. |

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Although the infeCtion received a very evi- 
dent check on the 18th of March, by our firing 


_ fo much, and feemed to be wholly fubdued in 


the month of November following ; yet we find 


_ it ftill continued on board, tho’ dormant, and only 


required fome particular circumftance to excite 


_ it, which happened in the beginning of De- 
_ cember, it being then again roufed into action, 


by a feries of bad weather ; or perhaps infected 
cloaths had been ftole from fome of the men who 
died, and concealed until thofe in whofe poffef- 
fion they were, ufed them inftead of their own, 
now rendered uncomfortably wet. From my 
knowledge of feamen and marines, I think this is 
more than probable, although I cannot demon- 
{trate it as a fact.

INTRODUCTION. 


WN the following defcription, the fever is di- 

urnally defcribed, and the fymptoms are ar-- 
ranged as they daily appeared; but it is not to 
be underftood, becaufe fome of them are re- 


. péated for many days fucceflively, that they have: 


been confined all along to thofe in whom they 


‘firft appeared :—on the. contrary, they are to be 


confidered as now making their firft appearance 
in other cafes. It is alfo to be remembered, that 
fome were feized with more, and others with 
fewer fymptoms, and that they were combined 

yery 
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very differently with refpect to the order in 
which, for method’s fake, they are here arranged, 
To avoid repetitions, thefe are only, in general, 
every day mentioned which were moft urgent ; 
but when the fever is on its decline, about the 
3uft day, and few are thea ill, the wort fymp- 
toms are daily repeated.’ 

Though the fymptoms which we have termed 
diagnoftic, generally introduce the fever, it 
was, at its firft appearance, attended with many 
others. ?Tis highly neceffary, I think, that 
young pra¢titioners fhould not only be apprifed 
of this, but that they fhould be made acquainted 
with all the various appearances which thé fever 
puts on, from its commencement to its termina- 
nation, in a number of patients living as nearly 
as poffible i in the fame manner ;—and this j is the 
reafon I have taken the trouble to defcribe it fo 
minutely. The more we confider fuch variety 
of fymptoms occurring: in the fame difeafe, 
among perfons living under the fame regimen, 
the more we muft be convinced ‘that they are res 
gulated more by the conftitution of the patient,

HIE diagnoftic fymptoms, or thofe which 
generally introduce the fever, are rigours 


or chillnefs, or alternate chills and heats; fick- 


nefs at {ftomach, head-ach, univerfal pains, (or, 
as the fick exprefs it, pains all over them) or 
pains in all their hones, but efpecially in the 
loins or back, and a ‘morbid appearance in the 


countenance. 


But fome informed me, that before the fhi- 
vering and other fymptoms were perceived, they 
had been ailing, and not well, as they faid, for 
feveral days,—a week or a fortnight,—three 


‘weeks—and even a month :—fo loud did fome 


droop. The duration and violence a the ri- 
gours, chillnefs, or alternate chills and heats 
which introduced the fever, varied greatly; and 
thefe again were either fucceeded by the follow 
ing fymptoms, or accompanied with many of 
them ; and they were very irregular in different 

perfons, both as to their violence and duration. 
General debility, univerfal forenefs, or, in

| I fufpe& thofe made their appearance before the 
patient was feized with fever, 
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well as the exacerbations and paroxy{ms through 
out the courfe of the difeafe, were very irregular 
with refpect to the period at which they appear- 
ed, and their duration. Many had remiffions of 
particular fymptoms, while the reft continued as 
violent as ever; and thefe remiffions, whether 
more or lefs diitinét, were generally effected by 
per{piration, and in fome cafes by ftools,* very 
ieldom by vomiting.£ But profufe evacuations, 
either by fweat or ftool, were fo far from always 
procuring remiffions, that they generally feemed 
to increafe the fymptoms. Some were yet chilly 
—others had alternate chills and heats, and fome 
a fenfation of cold in the back only. The moft 
general and the moft urgent fymptoms were 
head-ach, lumbago, and univerfal pain. The 
head was now affected in a more violent degree ; 
a heavinefs, lightnefs and giddinefs ftom looking 
at any object, were complained of, together with 
a burning heat.and profufe {weats in the fore- 
head; pain of the left eye, or of both eyes, tho’ 
neither were inflamed , pain over the eyes, ef- 
pecially in ftooping down ; fhooting pains in the 
eyes, and an unufual motion in them; inflam- 
mation of the eyes, with an eruption in the face, 
which in others was turgid, and the eyes watery.

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_ The pain was moft vehement in parts which 
had been formerly hurt, particularly about the 
elavicles, and palpitation at the heart* occurred. 
The head, eyes, ears, countenance, throat, tho- 


_rax, and abdomen were ftill affected as at firft; 


and in fome cafes without any remiffion; the 
cough was fometimes attended with difficult re- 
fpiration andtremours, The pairs were as va- 
rious and numerous as before, accompanied with 


tinnitus aurium. The various difcharges and 


evacuations, with expectoration of brown thick 
ftuff, continued, and the diarrhcea with faint- 
nefs—worms were voided by ftool; Some had 
cold fweats in the night, an interrupted refpira- 
fion, and a fenfation of creeping and waiting of 
the flefh.

5.—Some recovered; numbers began to re- 
cover, others had remiffions; and many had 
none. Violent exacerbations and paroxy{ms 
were more frequent.. Remiffions were ftill. inz 
troduced by perfpiration or ftools; many paffed 
the night ill from rigours; head-ach, various 
pains, urgent cough, fweating, inquietude and 
wandering; fhivering for two hours, or chilnefs, - 
or alternate heats: and chills introduced the pa- 
roxy{ms,; which were attended with, all the va- 
riety and feverity of pain, cough, and laborious 
refpiration hitherto mentioned; and likewife 
with reaching, belly-ache, conftipations in fome, 
and in others diathcea; befides inflammation of 
the throat, and pain of the neck, there was pain 
of the right fide of the head, eyes and neck, 
which fhot through to the left temple, on turn 
ing the head round ; violent pains of the left-ear 
and fide of the head, dimnefs of fight at times, 
hervous pains, to which the patient was fubjeét, 
and tremors. Some were chilly at times, others 
were fo all day. Difagreeable refpiration, lofs*of 
fpeech, muttering and finging inarticulately, 
a ghattly countenance; and death in one cafe.—

_ All the diftreffing fymptoms before taken no- 
tice of during the imperfect remiffions {till pre- 
vailed, together with anxiety and reftlefgnefs. 
The countenance and tongue had as various 
appearances as formerly, and the feath began to 
be covered with fordes. | 
SB ae reftlefs, unquiet night; there was con- 
tinual chilnefs, vomiting, and purging, in fome 
cafes, and in others fneezing preceded the pa- 
roxyfms,which were, in fome cafes brought on by 
being wet; and were ftill accompanied with pains 
and other complaints of the head, eyes, ears, 
throat, abdomen, loins, and éxireraies a very 
urgent cough, which occafioned ficknefs at the 
ftomach ; the head and abdomen were more 
diftarhed than ever, but many thought them- 
felves better at times. Some complained of the 
belly-ach, accompanied with {welling and ten-

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fion of the abdomen, pain all down the {pine, 
pain of the ancles after profufe fweating, a fen- 
jation of hollownefs in the breaft, and a fighing 
kind of refpiration ; tremors, fpafms, delirium, 
petechize, and a perfect mania. 

The evacuations by the fkin, vomitino, itool, 
and expectoration, and the eruptions, with the 


appearances of the countenance, and of the 


tongue, were as various as ever; befides, the 
countenance was now footy in fome cafes, and 
the lips were very toul; the tongue was rough, 


flimy, and black on each fide. In a cafe with 


vomica, the breath was very offenfive, and there 
was great thirft even when the fkin was quite 
cool. 

The fame difagreeable fymptoms prevailed 
during the remiflion as before. Some were ar- 
riving at a ftate of recovery, fome advancing in 
it, and a few recovered, 

7-—A bad night from heat, thirft, fweating, 
head-ach, all the variety of pains, dy{pnoea, 
and cough, hitherto mentioned.

-affetted, and even always clofed, unlefs the pa- 
‘tient was roufed. A few were turbulent and 


unruly, and in fome were obferved lofs of fpeech; 
pulfe hardly perceptible, and a turning up and 
rolling of the eyes—two died. Some c omplained 
of numbnefs, or want of feeling; heétic heats 
were diftrefling, very offenfive pus mixed with 
blood, was expectorated, as was allo, in jome 
inftances, an exceeding vilcid brown foi 
The eruption about the mouth and nofe fuppu- 
rated, and began to dry; and the itch-hke 
eruption {caled off. The countenance continued 
to be very much difeafed, as well as the tongue, 
which in fome cafes was very black, much en- 
larged, ftiff, and very painful; in others it 
{welled much, and was chopt, and the teeth were 
covered with fordes. Many petechia were {till 
obferved. 

Some now recovered, and many were reco- 
vering. 

10. Inquietude, univerfal uneafinefs, delirium, 
and fhivering were ftill frequent.

The 
fallow and much difeafed countenance ftill con- 
tinued; the tongue and tetth were very foul and 
black, expeétoration was more général; the

Befides the train of fymptoms already mei. 
tioned, which accompanied the remiffions, there : 
was a fenfation as if cold water Had been poured 
on the loins, or down the anterior parts of the 
thighs.

Mott of them com- 
plained of uneafinefs, heavinefs of the head, gid- 
dinefs, deafnefs, languor, and debility,———Seme 
recovered, 

12. Inquietude, cough, and the ufual pains 
diftrefied many in the night; as did alfo 
alternate chilnefs, profufe fweats, and large ex- 
pectoration, which very much debilitated the 
fick. Chillinefs, or alternate chills and heats, 
ftill introduced paroxyfms with vomiting and 
delirium. Exacerbations were very violent, and 
rélapfes frequent. Pains in every part, as well as 
the ufual complaints about the head and throat,

13. Chillinefs at times; relapfes, with nau- 
fea, and bitter tafte in the mouths paroxy{ms, 
and exacerbations of all the various pains, and 
concomitant fymptoms already mentioned, were 
yet frequent, with what the patients called ach- 
ing of their bones. Coftivenefs, .diarhoea, uni- 
verfal debility, efpecially of the joints, and fore- 
nefs, giddinefs, pain of the right ear, and 
depreffion, were prevalent. Some were become 
extremely thin; and numbers were harrafied 
with the itching eruption. Petechiz# and re- 
miffions were accompanied with the ufual fymp- 
toms.

Many of the convalefcents were feeble and 
peevith. Great difference was always percep-

14. Many of the patients had reftlefs nights _ 
from head-ach paroxyfms; and fevere exacer-

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rheumatic pains, hoarfenefs, fore throat, and 
cough were moft frequent and violent in the 
cold winter months.* Relapfes, chillnefs, bitter 
tafte in the mouth, ficknefs at ftomach, giddi- 
nefs, heavinefs, great debility, languor and de- 
preffion were diftrefling.

OBSERVATIONS on the preceding Description, 


HERE are fome circumftances in the pre- 
ceding defcription, which apparently ren- 

der the -fhip fever different from thofe fevers de- 
_ feribed in the Phyfical Journal, of which the fol- 
lowing are the moft ftriking. : 


x. The long continuance of the fhip fever on 
board. 

2. The great length of time to which it run. 
in many cafes, 

3. The relapfes which many patients fuffered 
before they recovered entirely. 

4. The frequent attacks of it which fome men 
had, when they were ina {tate of good health. 

5. The great variety of eruptions which ac- 
companied the fhip fever, particularly petechiz. 

Could the firft of thofe circumftances-proceed 
from any other caufe than infection ?>—Of which, 
(though the progrefs and effects were very evi- 
dent) of its nature or effence, or of the manner 
of its operating on the fyftem to produce fuch a 
variety of fymptoms, I am entirely ignorant. 


Does 
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Does not the fecond originate from the patient 
continuing, while in a feeble ftate, to live under 
the influence of infection ? 

And do not the third and fourth proceed from 
the fame caule ? 

Do-not the eruptions proceed from the con- 
ftitution of the patient ?—~excepting the pete- 
chiz, which frequently appeared with the other 
eruptions, and feem to be, generally, a conco- 
mitant of the fhip fever, when it is treated as. 
we were obliged to do,—and I may add, in the 
ufual manners of its treatment by other prac- 
titioners. 

Whether we have, in our queries, ftated the 
proper caufes of thofe circumftances, is perhaps 
of little moment; it is fufficient that their ex- | 
iftence indicates a virulent infection, andthe con- 
fequent neceffity there is for the utmoft exertion 
of human {kill to fubdue it, or at leaft to render 
ic as mild as the nature of things will admit.

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OpsErvaTions ON REMEDIES, 


EING convinced by experience that the 
Peruvian bark alone could be depended on 
in the cure of fevers in a hot climate; I could 
“hot conceive, notwithftanding the many claffes 
of fevers mentioned by authors, and the various 
methods of cure they recommend, that the fhip 
fever in America, when it appeared on board 
the Juno, differed fo materially from the fever I 
had formerly fuccefsfully managéd on the coaft 
of Africa, and in the Weft-Indies,* as to render 
my treatinent of the ote improper for the 
other. I therefore refolved, after the ufe of 
" moderate evacuations, to place my dependence

on the bark ; and this refolution I adhered to as 
long as my ftock of bark would permit me, 
which was until the end of December, 1776.— 
Afterwards it was in particular cafes only that I 
could adminifter it.+ Whether the fuccefs of 
this practice juftifies my refolution, I leave to 
the impartial reader to decide from the whole 
facts hereafter ftated. 

But the advocates for camphire, antimony, 
blifters, &c. may probably deny that I wholly 
depended on bark, feeing I frequently joined one 
or other of thofe along with it.* This argument 
feems at firft fight to have weight; but will 


avail them little if the following circumftances © 


are duly confidered. 

Firft— Until avery fhort time before the ma- 
rine died on the 13th of October, I was. neither 
- aware that the fever was on board, nor that the 
patient was dangeroufly ill; and he took na 
bark. 

Second—Seeing then that the men were daily 
feized with the fever, and reflecting at the fame 
time, that many of the people might not only be 
infected, but that it might be a long, tedious, 
tafk to fubdue the infection, I joined ie other

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medicines with the bark to make it hold our, 
and not from an opinion that they would render 
it more efficacious. The tartar emetic was joined 
with it as the moft convenient evacuant ; as it 
neither added to the bulk of the dofe, nor altered 
the tafte for the worfe. And furely no man 
would debar me from keeping up the natural 
evacuations and fecretions, or from promoting 
them when they were fuppreffed, during the 
‘patient’s cure, whatever were the medicines [ 
depended on,—But 

‘Fhird—Shou!d thofe gineiiatiafices not alter 
their opinion,, I refer them to the cafes of the 
patients differently treated, and to the fifth table, 
where they will {ce clearly the different events. _ 

Blifters, when applied in the beginning of the 
fever, carried it entirely off in many cafes,* ef- 
pecially if they were then applied on account of, 
the head-ach,—otherwife they produced little or. 
no effect, either by ftimulation, or the fubfe-. 
quent difcharge.

- Query—Did this proceed from.the difference

And what was no lefs perplexing, the pa- 
tients would often relapfe from very flight 
caufes, when they were nearly recovered. 

But the method of treating this difeafe will be 
more fully explained in the following cafes.

HE. fame evacutions were now procured,

‘limes ; of thé two laft of which we got a num- 
ber out of a prize, as alfo a littl wine. The 
evacuations were as carefully attended to, and 
either reftrained when they were exceflive, or 
promoted when they were fupprefled, as ‘they 
had been in the former method, and blifters 
were applied as freely. The camphire and tar- 
tar emetic were generally preferibed as in the 
following mixture.

OBSERVATIONS, &c. 
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INTRODUCTION” 


PYNO afcertain the efficacy of the Bark in 
4 curing the fhip fever,—when his Majefty’s 
fhip the Edgar was put into commiffion, on the 
25th of May, 1779, (regardlefs of the expence 
which I knew muft attend the experiments, tho’ 
I could ill afford it) I provided myfelf then, and 
from time to time fince, with bark for that pur- 
pofe; and finding it, in a very extenfive practice 
during this period, fucceed to my expectation, I 
can with pleafure recommend it as a cure for this 
fever, as well as for the sertian of hot climates. 
The following pages therefore, as they contain 
an epitome of our management of the fever, from 
the above date, to the 3:ft of July, 1780, °tis 

hoped will not be unacceptable to the reader, 
In fupport of this fact, I could infert hundreds 
of cafes in which we have adminiftered bark, and 
| the 
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the names of feveral young gentlemen of the 
profeflion, who have been witneffes of our ma- 
nagement of the fever, befides the names of 
other gentlemen, who by our recommendation 
have experienced, in their own practice, its happy 
effects ; but as doing this might appear oftenta. 
tious, if not tirefome to the reader, we fhail only 
relate a few cafes to illuftrate the fubjeét, and 
{eldom mention other practitioners. As the laft 
aroument on the fubject, we have fubjoined a 
few tables, on the fame plan as thofe which are 
annexed to the preceding obfervations. 

By the pofitive evidence which may, we pre- 
fume, be fairly collected from our Phyfical Jour- 
nal, and the former part of this work, but more 
particularly from the cleareft negative evidence 
in the following fheets, ’tis hoped we have fa- 
tisfactorily proved our affertion at the end of the 
Introduction to the Obfervations, intimating thé 
fatal effects of delaying fo long to give bark in 
the fever. 

The reader ts not to expect another defcrip- 
tioh of the fever; a more faithful one than the 
preceding we cannot prefent him with—’Tis 
trud we could arrange them in a different man- 
ner, but we could not render them more diftin@. 
A few fymptoms, however, which occurred on 
board of the Edgar, that did not appear, at leaft 
were not obferved on board of the Juno, are in- 
ferted diurnally, previous to the relation of the 


management of the fever. 
| Te 
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Tt will feem paradoxical to mention that bark 


is acure for the fhip-fever, and afterwards to al- 


Jow that patients died of this fever, where bark 
was adminiftered. “When I fpoke of bark as a 
curé for the thip fever, I meant, comparatively 
to what other medicines I have hitherto known 
to be ufed for that purpofe. A never-failing re- 
medy for any difeafe, is, I believe, unknown to 
mankind ; if any fuch there is, mifcondu& too 
often pondbis it inefFeetual. Thinking it there- 
fore of more importance for the inflrudtion of 
young pratitioners, to lay before them a few 
cafes at length, which terminated fatally, than to. 
prefeat them with the hundreds which yielded to 
the bark, we have in the fequel, as in the former 
obfervations, related thefe particularly; trufting 
that our candour will meet with benevolence 
from thofe who may think we have erred in our 
practice. 

That it may be feen wherein we differ in our 
management of the fhip. fever from many emi- 
nent phy ficians, we fhall concifely lay their theory 
and their method of treating it before the reader. 
But it will be proper firft to inform him briefly 
how the B.dgar was manned, and by what means 
the infe&tion was brought on board, znd conti- 
nued active fo long.

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How the Evcar was manned, and by what 
Means the Infection was brought on Board, 
and kept acitve fo.long. 


HLE Edgar was built at Woolwich, and 
lauched June 3oth, 1779; and if credit 
can be given to reports, about 2000 men entered 
for. her in different parts. Certain it is, however, 
that the marines excepted, which came partly 
from all the three divifions, moft of her men en- 
tered for her in, and came from Scotland. Men 
entering there have the fame conveyance to their 
ref{pective fhips, as if they were impreffed. They 
are {hipped and crouded on board of tenders ; 
and after, perhaps, a very long paflage to the 
Nore or the Downs, they are put on board of the 
guardfhips, which are often very much crouded, 
and there they remain until their fhips are ready. 
to receive them, when they are carried to them 
by other tenders. Whether that happens ina 
long or a fhort time, will depend on circum- 
{ftances. 
On board of the tenders they lie in bulk, and 
on board of the guardfhips many lie on chefts 
‘ and 
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find the decks, and often without beds. It is 
not in the nature of things that men labouring= 
under thofe difadvantages, and coming through 
~ fuch a channel of. infechiont as tenders and 
guardfhips unavoidably mutt be, while they con- 
tinue on the prefent eftablifhment, can efcape 
being either infected themfelves, or bringing it 
in their cloaths and bags to their refpedtive 
cal 
‘Phe Edgar being’ manned in this manner, the 
fhip fever made igs appearance immediate- 
ly, and foon after increafed with violence in fpite 
of the precautions that were taken to prevent it, 
until the month of December, when it abated, 
and decreaied gradually to the 16th of January, 
the day of the action with the Spanith fleet, and 
{till more perceptibly for fome time after, though 
we were crouded with the prifoners until ie 
23d of Feb. During that time, fome of the pri- 
foners were feized with the fever, but I could not 
Jearn whether their own fquadron had been fickly 
or not. Soon after the thip was haled into the 
New Mole. of Gibraltar, where fhe lay above 
three weeks. The people had Ii berty to go a- 
hore, and, as ufual with them, many got drunk 
_as often as they went. About this time: all the 
Britith feamen, who had been in Spanith jails, 
were releated by cartel, and fent om board of us, 
of whom fome were very ill of the fhip fever.— 
The declining infectién was now roufed into 
| be new 
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new life; but a little before we left Gibraltar” ‘ 
(on the 20th of April) it began to decline, and 
continued doing fo on our paflage to England, — 
where we arrived on the 13th of May. Here, 
from the men’s intemperance, after having been 

five months without freth provifions or vegeta- 

bles, —and by having men fent on board of us. 
from the guardhhip, “(the Arrogant) as alfo from. 
the Princeffa and Prince William, on board of 
which the fever was—the infe€lion became far 

more virulent than ever ; and continued fo until 

it was providentially checked by repeated fmoak- 

ings with tobacco in the months of July and. 
Auguft; for which | readily obtained leave from 

Cane. Elliott, to whom I wrote the following 

letter on that occafion, |

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O-FR 
' ‘Tue infection which has exifted on 
board of His Majefty’s fiip, under your com- 
mand, ever fince fhe was manned, having of late 
become fo virulent as to refift the methods that 
were fuccefsfully ufed formerly to check it,—I 
beg leave to acquaint you, that it will be highly © 
neceffary to have recourfe to other means for that 
purpofe,; and to inform, you that the moft ef- 
fectual which I have ever experienced in a fimi- 
lar cafe, are, to fmoak the thip frequently with 
tobacco. The tobacco ought to be well wet with | 
vinegar, and laid on fires placed in tubs, having 
water 
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water and fhot under them; and thefe ought to 
be fo fmall as barely to light the tobacco, that 
it may fmother away. Seven fires will be re- 
quifite for one f{moaking, and two pounds of to- 
bacco at leaft for each fire.

days before was increafing by two or more dai ly. 
Since that period the thip has been fmoaked five 
times with tobacco, afte: the manner J propofed ;

But 
notwithftanding thefe, and their calling in at 


laft the aid of "blinere cordials, and bark, the. 


firength of the patients having been exhaufted 
early in the fever, many are loft, and the fault 
too often imputed to the bark. Numberlefs 
quotations might be adduced to prove what we 
have faid ; and I appeal to the reader, how far 
the practice of thofe phyficians coincides with 
their pofition, If they believe the former, why 
contradict it by the Jatter ? Can any man, in the 
higheft health, and ever fo athletic, endure fuch 

a feries of debilitating evacuations, without the 


operations of nature being affedted ?—Laying 


the circumftance of diet, which is of Q-eat 1m- 
portance in fupporting the ftrength, sherelh afide. 
The field for theoretic argument is boundlefs ; 
but it being foreign to our purpofe, we leave it 
to thofe who have more leifure and inclination 
to enter it fcientifically. Be it our tafk to ad- 
here to experience, to ftate clearly what it 
teaches, and thus affift the unexperienced of the 
profeffion to manage the fhip fever more fuccefs- 
fully than it has been hitherto: on board of his 
Majefty’s fleet. To accomplih this, or in other 
‘words, to lay a foundation for reducing the ma- 
nagement 
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nagement of the fhip fever, as well as the tertian 
or remittent fever, of hot climates, to a fyftem, 


has been our ftudy for. many years, Having 
repeatedly avowed, however, that we pretend not 
to dictate to the learned and experineed practi- 


—tioners ; inftead of their cenfure, we hope for 
: approbation for the unprofitable tafk.

row far the preceding pofition 7 down 
by many eminent Phyficians is jutt ‘and 
applicable ‘to Fevers in general, is not our bu- 
finefs to enquire, much lefs to determine; but 
we have learned ‘by experience, that it is not 
applicable to the Ship Fever, which apparently 
is © The effe& of poifon in the conftitution, 
whence imminent danger or death mutt follow, 
unle(sit be either fpeedily fubdued or'expelled ,” 
aid thetefore, that the moft expeditious method 
to accomplith' either-is ‘the fitteh. The method 
which ‘we have found beft adapted to the ‘pur- 
pote, we how proceed ‘to fhow. 

Tf. ‘Of Blood-letting.—In ‘our obMrwaetong; 
we f6ok ‘notice that the climate, and other cir- 
cuthftancés under which we then practifec, tn- 
duéed ‘us ‘to ‘think it ptoper to let blood ina 
nuitibér ‘of cafes, efpecially when the patients 
fifft Coitiplained, but by daily obfervations, and 
a careful review of the diiry, it appeared, that 
it fever ‘was productive ‘of good—on the con- 
trary, of mifchief often : and hay g@ never found 
in a more extenfive practice, that one patient 
lids fuffered by omitting that evacuation, (for I

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have never let blood of a patient ili of the fhip 
fever on board of the Edgar) I can affure the 


young practitioner, that in a hundred cafes it. 


will not be neceffary to let blood. I will not 


aver that a cafe cannot occur wherein it may be 


proper; but we have not met with fuch a one 
among feveral hundreds, and I therefore caution 
young practitioners again{t Blood-letting. 

A friend of. mine, who is furgeon of a feven- 
ty-four gun fhip, in a converfation on this fub- 
ject, told. me, that 1t was his practice to let 


bload of his patients, and that it feemed to re-. 


lieve greatly ; efpecially when they had fixed 
pains about the thorax. I advifed him to omit 
bleeding fome of his patients in future, and 


treat them with bark; and to obferve whether 


they did not recover fooner than thofe from 
whom he took away blood, and treated in other 
refpects, as his other patients. The next time 
we met, he told me that he had followed my 
advice, and found that the patients whom he 
bled became much weaker, and were recovered 
with greater difficulty than thofe who were not 
bled. ‘his is a pointed teftimony of an unwil- 
ling evidence again{ft a favourite evacuation of 
his own, and of too many more. 
ad. Of Emeticks.—We mentioned in the abe 
fervations, that, if emetics are adminiftered when 
the firft fympti of contagion are perceived ; 
or 
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or Sucking the cold, or fhivering fit of the firtt 


ivcnes Gite they frequently become a preventive 
of the fever, as Dr. Lind has likewife obferved: 
but otherwife, we have rarely found them of 
further benefit, than as a preparative for the 


bark ;—and however early in the difeafe the 


patient took it, { prefcribed a fudorific at bed- 
time. Indeed the emetick frequently procures 
feveral ftools, and fweats, but thefe feldom are 


critical, unlefs at the times already mentioned. 


After what is faid, we hope it is unneceflary 
to enjoin young practitioners to vomit their pa- 
tients as foon after they complain as poffible ; and 


‘immediately after to give a gentle fodorific, ex- 


pofing the patient as little as poffible, that the per- 
{piration, if they have dependance upon it, may 


be kept up as long as they judge proper. But 


fhould the patient have been ill feveral days be- 
fore he complained, it will be, generally fpeak- 
ing, a lofs of time to promote {weating, and 
idle to expect relief either from vomits or fu- 
dorifics, 3 

The emetics which I prefcribe are either the

would earnefily recommend it to young gentle-

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much hurt inftead of good. Great isthe mifs 
chief which has been occafioned by giving from 
three to fix grains at once—univerfal {pafms, 
and extreme debility, which have proved the 
means of death. 
If the emetic is given before noon, the re- 
mainder of the day muft not be loft, Unlefs 
the patient has had a copious ftool or two, I or- 
der a gentle cathartic to be given two hours after 
the vomiting is finifhed : the cathartic which I 
generally order is the fal. cathart. amar. Zi, with, 
or without, cremor. tart. 3ij.—To fave time, in 
many. bad cafes, I have given the tart. emet, 
and fal. cath. am. together, in fmall quantities, 
repeating them until a ftool was procured; and 
then ordered the bark. 

3d.—At bed-time I would advife a fudorific 
to be adminiftered, and the limbs to be wathed 
with warm water, and a little vinegar. Sudo-

blifter. between the fhoulders at this time.—If it 
was evening before the patient complained, f 
only thought fit to give the emetic and fudo- 
rific, and to bathe the limbs. 

4th.—The next, or fecond day of the pa- 
tient’s complaining, I ordered him the cathartic, 
—unlefs the emetic had precured fome ftools ; and 
unlefs bark was preferibed together with the ca- 
thartic, which was often done, I began to give 
it as foon as the patient had one or two loofe 
ftools, and afterwards it was continued from 
every One, to every four hours, as. I faw occa- 
fion. The fudorific was, often, again repeated 
at bed-time, and the blifter applied as already 
mentioned, when the head-ach was violenr. 

gth.—Il have remarked in the obfervations, | 
that unlefs blifters are applied very early in the 
Ship Fever, | could hardly fay they ever proved 
beneficial, except in cafes with fixed pains about 
the thorax, which they ofeen removed dregs, 
abating. the fever. Iam fo well confirmed i 
the juftnefs of the remark by longer adpevienee 
that I recommend it to young praétitioners to 
apply blifters early in tne fhip fever, without 
regarding any theory on the action of cantha- 
rides and bliftering in the beginning of the fe- 
ver—if they wifh to apply them with good ef- 
fect. I therefore again repeat it, with Dr. Lind, 
that when applied early, they often carry off 
the fever entirely: but 1 muft add, though con- 
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trary to that eminent phyfician’s opinion, that 
I never perceived good effects from them, or 
the difcharge which they procured, in the ad- 
vanced ftate of the fever, except in the cafes 
before mentioned. 

6th. Of Bark.—In fome cafes, 1 prefcribed it 
as foon as the patient complained, without wait- 
ing for any evacuation whatever ;—in others, a 
few hours after they were vomited only; and 
often along with the cathartic, according to the 
exigency of the cafes. The more dangerous, 
and alarming they are, the more neceffary it is, 
experience has convinced me to adminifter 
bark early. 

However, generally {peaking, the fick began 
to take it a few hours after the cathartic had 
operated ; and in fome favourable cafes, it was 
the third day before they took it: but it ought 
to be known, that if the patient did not com- 
plain until the evening, I reckon that as one day. 
At whatever time I prefcribed it, the patients 
continued it; a drachm, a drachm and a half, 
or two drachms for a dofe, from every hour, to 
every four hours, as feemed proper—diminifh- 
ing the number of dofes as they recovered, un- 
til they were cured. Two ounces of bark was 
mixed at once with a quart of water ;* two, .

cording to the quantity deemed neceffary. 
Though this was the fimple manner in which 

I generally adminiftered bark, yet, as in many 


cafes we joined other medicines along with it ; 


and as our chief dependance for the cure is on 
it, we fhall be more particular on this head, and 
at the fame time endeavour to combat the prin- 
cipal obje€tions which theory furnifhes againft the 
early ufe of bark in fevers; thofe are the fuppofed 
tonic, phlogiftic, and conftipating qualities of this 
medicine; which, if I miftake not, may be ex- 
preffed in the word mechanical. 1 with to know 
however, of phyficians who attribute thefe qua- 
lities to bark, whether by fair and candid expe- 
rience they have found it to pofleis them; or 
whether it be their own opinion, or that of 
others, grounded on theory only, that it does 
poffefs them ?—If they anfwer the latter query, 
affirmatively, 1 would further know, what are the 
qualities of bark in their opinion which cure 
intermittents, large foul fores, bad-conditioned 
{tumps, gangrene, mortification, and other dif- 

eafes, and which prevents fever and infection ? 
Patients labouring under intermittents, as— 
they, comparatively ipeaking, are in a higher 
{tate of health than fhip fever patients, who 
very often are feized with the greateit proltration 
of ftrength and fpirits—ought they not, accord- 
ing to the doctrine of thole gentlemen, to be 
more 
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mote improper objects for the tonic, phlogifiic, 
and conflipating bark than the ‘latter, ‘after the 
prime vie are eniptied?=In what manner, I - 
fay, does it at on the mah in perfed health, - 
who'takes it as a preventive of contagion, “and 
ih ‘the ‘other cafés mentioned 2? Does itexere 
differétit ‘qualities ‘in the ‘various difeates for 
which it is prefcribéd, Ys the béft remedy ‘yet 
known? ‘Or, ina word, which, 1 believe, com-' 
prehends the truth, afte tot the qualities and’ 
properties of bark ‘by ‘which ‘it cures fo ‘may 
difeafes, ‘entirely unknowh to us? This beme 
the réfalt ‘of the arcument, let us ‘not be {6 
anxious, or employ otir time fo idly, as to ‘ftiidy 
to attain knowledge beyond our reach—to'com- 
ptehend the effential properties ‘of one'of ‘the 
belt medicines if ‘not the very beft+with which 
Providence has “bléft ‘ws’, ‘and far Tels to ‘raife 
objections abainft it, Becaufe we knidw not thé 
mannér of ‘its acting on the ‘conftitution—ob- 
jéQtions which common fenfe can overthrow, and 
daily experience confiites. Froth my own ‘ex- 
perience, I have ‘not a'déube btit ‘that where : 
oné patieht has died of ‘the fhip fever from 

bark ‘being prefcribed too early and liberally, 
thoufahds ‘have died inthe world from “a coh- 

trary practice. The danger which theorifts 
threaten us'with from an early and ‘liberal ‘ufe i 


of bark ‘in this fever, ftrikes me with the fame 
idéa, ‘as if they were to tell me that 1 would 
pofiibly

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‘poMibly fall, if I attempted to run out of a, 
houfe which I knew was on fire, and contained 
a quantity of gunpowder fufficicnt to deftroy 
the fabrick and its inhabitants. 
- That we may view this imporrant fubject, 
however, i in another light, we will fuppofe barls 
_ really to poffefs the qualities of tonic, 7 phlogiftit, 
and conftipating ; ; and for this purpoie, we will, 
{tate a cafe as favourable to their theory as they 
can wifh. “ The patient, who has been al- 
ready gently vomited, purged, and perhaps 
fweated and blifterec, is not relieved of any of. 
the fymptoms, which, though not violent, will 
affuredly become fatal if the fever is not fub- 
dued.” The-queftion then is, what method is 
the moft eligible to fubdue it ?—I fay, bark is 
by. far the beft febrifage known. . But then you 
reply, it poffefles fuch qualities as to render it 
very improper for your patient. —I know all its 
qualities as well as you do, and experience has 
tavght me. what it will effect. Let me know 
what are the fymptoms your patient has—Vari- 
ous pains, efpecially head-ach, thirft and anxi- 
ety, the fkin is dry and hot, the pulfe quicker 
and fuller than natural, and the tongue parched ; 
and you add, that the fymptoms induce you to 
think, that inftead of bark, it would be proper 
to give him antimonials, camphire, nitre, and 
fubacid and diluting drinks, to promote dia- 
phorefis and moderate the fever, 1 anfwer,

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that I know trom’ experience, it is very doubt- 
ful whether they effec this of not, and ftill a 


eréater doube if they will cure thé patient; I 


know the odds are fifteen to one that they will’ 


not fo ‘certainly a8 bark: therefore, whatever 


elle you like to give your patient, 1 advile 


you to give bark as the bafis of your prefcrip-

tion.—You afterwards tell me, you have tried’ 


your patient with bark repeatedly, that his fto-

Again, you inform me, that your patient i 
greatly relieved, but ftill has difagreeable exa- 


cerbations of heat, the fkin dry and hor, and

I know, fay you, that 
you are now alluding to the fhigs fever; but 
would you prefcribe bel in all other fpecies of 
fevers? anfwer, I know not how many {pe} 
cies of fever you reckon; but I would pre+ 
feribe it.in every cafe that did not proceed from 
local inflammation, Whet! in the fmall pox 
and meafles ?—Certainly,; 1 would tell you, if 
they unfortunately broke out on board of a thip, 
or in any place where the fhip fever was: T have 
done it inthe meafles fuccefsfully, and 1 can fee 
ho reafon: why | ought not todo it in the fmall

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pox, fhould they happen where the -thip fever 
is; and as early as in any other cafe of the fe- 
ver. To prefcribe bark in the fecondary fever 
of the fmall pox is common among phyficians. 
I grant that, you fay, and add, unlefs you 
allow that the general received qualities of bark 
before mentioned render it an improper medi- 
cine in the beginning of a fhip fever, and alto- 
gether inferior to the antimonial and camphire 
treatment-——which, indeed, both your praétice 
and experience I fee contradiét—I drop the ar- 
gument—And I conclude by telling you, thar 
you had better drop it; for I never will, in de- 
ference to any author dead or living, facrifice the 
fruits of experience dearly purchafed for the 
benefit of mankind, and often at the rifk of 
my own life, by admitting for truth, what is 
only founded in erroneous opinion. 

Befides the medicines already mentioned, I 
fometimes thought it neceflary to add from ten 
to fifteen grains of cort. eleuther. pulv. to every 
dofe of the bark; or a decoétion of two drachms 
of rad. ferp. Virg. in fimple water, to two 
Ounces of the bark. But when, and in what 
proportion other medicines are to be joined 
with it, the patient’s fituation, and the judg- 
_ment of the practioner muft regulate. 

Further: young practitioners muft neither 
reft fatisfied, nor conclude that they have done 

their 
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their duty, becaufe they have prefcribed medi- 
cine. They fhould be certain that they are 
properly adminiftered with a due proportion of 
drink; and be informed where incidental fymp- 
toms occur, that if violent, they may endeavour 
to relieve them immediately. If they are in- 
attentive to their patients, their affiftants will 
probably be more fo, and thofe who attend the - 
fick will affuredly be fo. When their patients 
want diet, they fhould order the mof fuitable, 
that circumftances afford, in fmall quantities, and 
often. Of all cordials, from long experience, I 
prefer and recommend wine: other remedies are 
not more inferior to bark, than all the clafs of 
cordials are to wine. It is often neceffary to ad- — 
-minifter it throughout the fever ,. and when ‘the 
fick arrive at a convalefcent ftate, if it 4s judi- 
cioufly given as pare of their diet, it will be 
ee the beft of all corroborants and anti- 
orbutics. 

Notwithftanding the faperior virtues of bark 
in curing the fhip fever, we muft forwarn young 
practitioners againft forming an expectation that 
it will either prove infallible, or will cure their 
patients in as fhort time as it does the tertian of 
hot climates, more efpecially fhould the patients 
_have been ill feveral days before they. complain. 
If they imagine a few dofes will cure them, they 
will probably add to the number who unjuflly 
report ‘that the bark failed them,’-—I cannot, 

even 
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eventdke! itupon. me to fay what number of 
days-it may be. neceflary to give it:—that will 
ever depend on the degree of virulence of infec- 
tion, the climate and feafon, the age.and con 
ftitation of the patient, and/other circumftances ; 


—they muft therefore ‘continue to adminifter — 


it until their patients «are cured; paying more 
regard to the effects, than to. ‘the number of sg 
they give. 

In a word, though the tdedipain oft the fever 
which we have laid down, isa faithful copy of 
nature, we muft confefs that it is not in the 
power of man to Jay down one that would be 
found applicable to every cafe that may occur 
The fame is to be underftood refpecting the ad- 
miniftration of bark : for ‘though that medicine 
will moft probably cure all of them, the manner 


of prefcribing it muft’ be varied nT to 


circumftances. ‘Such variety there is in hu 
nature, and under fo great a Saehges: of circums 
{tances does it’ exift. 

I might infert hundreds of cafes af the fhip 
fever, and the method in which they were ma- 
naged ; yet the young practitioner might never 
meet with one in his own practice exaétly fimilar 
to one of them, or that would require the fame 


proportion of medicines. Like the ‘patients:

Of the 177, 13 were fent to hofpitals, but 4 of 
the 13 were fent when the thip was in dock, be- 
caufe they could not be conveniently taken'care of, 
on board of the hulk; and of the remaining 9, 
moft of them were fent when we were going to 
fea, as it would be judged imprudent to fail with

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RO M long experience, 1 hope I may be 
F perouitted to repeag, that I have never, in 
any one cafe of fhip fever, on board of the Ed- 
_ gar, difcovered petéchia, though diligent fearch 
has been made for them. Could this proceed 
from any other caufe than the method of treat- 
ment with the bark ? 
~ TE can further fay, that in no fituation what- 
ever, either from obf rvation or enquiry, have I 
tenn the fhip fever to be very fatal, or fo highly 
contagious as to put the fhip paft fervice, buton 
board of fuch fhips as Dr. James’s powder, 
tartar emetic, or the antiphlogiltic. metheds 
were followed. This is not meant as any re- 
flection on the furgeons of fuch hips ;—it can 
be none—becaufe tiofe methods are the ceneral 
practice throughout the kingdom; and it is only, 
mentioned to cas that a practice fo deftruc- 
tive, fhould hitherto have been fo univerfal. 

Befides the proofs already adduced to confirm 
the pofitions ftated in the Introduction, many

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might have been added from my own obferva- 


‘tions, fince the manufcript was fent to the prin- 


ter in Auguft, 1780. One in particular, the 
furgeon of the 2d battalion of the 73d regiment, 


obligingly furnifhed me with in 1781. I might | 


greatly enlarge upon it, as it is, ad rem, almoft 
in every circumftance ; but fince to fuch proofs 
however valid or pertinent in themfelves, it may 
be objeéted, that they did not fall under the 
author’s obfervations, I purpofe decline infert- 
ing it. To the fame objection, fhould it ftill be 


made to the few fuch proéfs I have inferted, 


may I he allowed to anfwer, that, as few prac- 
titioners in phyfic will have fo many cafes come 


-under their care, as the preceding obfervations 
» are founded on; and confequently as few readers 
~ will ever have, experimentally, authority to 


deny the validity of them; I hope thofe who are 
under fuch a predicament, will not be more rafh 
to condemn or reject upon hear-fay, than I have 


been to impofe the obfervations of others for my 


Own. 


In a word, I have no more doubt than of my 
own exiftence, that every practitioner will be 
convinced of the truth of thofe Obfervations on 
the Ship Fever, if they will take the proper 
fteps to be convinced:—that is, if divefting 


, themfelves of prejudice, they will make a con- 
| {cientious trial of treating the fhip fever with 


bark,

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bark, as I have done, and compare the event, 
with that of treating it in all the other me- 
thods which have been hitherto adopted—And 
in making this trial, it muft be an invariable 
rule Jo give the bark liberally and early—fo early. 
as in a manner to prevent the fever. 


I wifh not to difcourage others from promot- 
ing the benefit of the fervice—I only do my- 
felf juftice, by declaring, that after having ferved 
the public upwards of twenty-one years, and 
ruined a good conftitution, by frequent at- 
tacks of ficknefs, incurred by attending my 
duty in various climates, my circumitances are 
worfe than when [ firft entered into the fer- 
vice; and that my only recompence for the ir- 
retrievable lofs of thofe bleffings, is the reflec- 
tion that I have been inftrumental, under Provi- 
dence, in preferving many lives which, in human 
probability, would have fallen vi@ims to a con- 
trary practice—a recompenie that, were it pof- 
fible, would be too cheaply bartered for any 
thing in the power of man to beftow. 


When the unprejudiced reader, who is ac- 
quainted with the writings of thofe phyficians, 
who have ftrongly inculcated their apprehenfion 
of inevitable danger, from an early adminiftra- 
tion of the bark in fever, fhall prnullys confider 

arf. the 
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_ the hiftorical faéts we have gone through, in the 
preceding Obfervations, is it not more than pro- 
bable he will cancel idee That many of thofe 
gentlemen, have adopted the idea of the danger, 
which is to enfue from that practice, on the au- 
thority of others who have gone before them ?” 
May he not be led to this conclufion, by reflect- 
ing, “that furely if bark, in the naval prac- 
tice, where men are more intemperate, and la- 
bour under greater difadvantages, from their 
fituation, when fick, than people on fhore, is 
found not only innocent, but effectual when 
given in the beginning of fevers, even without 
any previous evacuation; and if it fo far excels 
other methods of cure, as has been demonftrated 
by numerical calculations, the practice ought 
to be fairly tried on fhore,” If refuling, indig- 


nantly, to liften to reafon on the moft trivial — 


fulnet be thought illiberal—how are we to 
judge of thofe who difregard the moft important 
faéts, even when they relate to a moft interefting 
fubject ? ne 


Suppofing, however, that the advocates for 
different management, jhould retort our own 
words refpecting bark—** That fome die, be- 
caufe they had not taken a fufficient quantity of 
their medicines to cure them ;”—fhould we grant 
their pofition, the iffue of . the argument will

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ftill be, that for one patient under the bark 
management, fifteen have died under other me- 
thods of treatment:—We therefore cannot en- 
tertain a doubt, that bark will be uniformly 
found fuperior to all other remedies. The 
different events, therefore, render the various 
methods of treating the fhip fever a very inte- 
relting fubject, particularly to government ; 
becaufe, though the faculty on fhore, fhould, 
from repeated facts of this nature, adopt the 
bark method of managing fevers, the pay and 
perquifites of thofe who are employed in the 
navy, will never, while they are on the prefent 
eftablifhmenr, permit them to put it in practice. 
The confequence is obvious. 


The fubje& thus fairly ftated becomes fo de- 
licate; that a perfon in publick fervice cannot 
profecute it, more particularly, after what we 
have already demonftrated in the phyfical jour- 
nal, and in the fourth table:—We therefore 
leave the matter, important as it is, before thofe 
who have the power to remedy it—and rruft, 
they have inclination to put their power in force, 


But to conclude. It is hoped we have now 
proved the pois laid down in the ‘intro- 
duction, namely, ** That infection often races 
amoneft us, unheeded and ohfuieded?

“¢ That bark far excells all other remedies ex- 
tolled for curing the fhip fever."— © And that 
delaying to adminifter bark early in fevers, has 
been attended with fatal effets to mankind.” 
—For thofe purpofes irrefragable proofs were 
neceflary, and we have adduced them, in a 
icries of facts collected from experience. To 
the candovr of thofe, who have, themfelves, 
had equal opportunities of comparing the fuc- 
cels of various methods of cure, we, with all 
humility, appeal. To their experience, Clearly 
and fairly ftated, we will readily fubmit. °Tis 
true we can neither boaft of elegance of ftyle; 
“of energy of expreffion ; of well-turned periods ; 
nor of learned quotations, qualities effentially 
neceflary to form a good writer ;—but, fatisfied 
that we have {tated facts, we will think ourfelves 
happy if we have conveyed our meaning intel- 
ligibly ; and happier ftill, if it fhall be found 
that we have contributed to the prefervation 
of our fellow creatures, with the hopes of which 
we may reaionably flatter ourfelves, unlefs we 
can be pertuaded that the nature of infection, 


and the properties of bark, fhall hereafter en-
